City firefighters vote to¬ 
night at a special meeting on 
recommendations Wednesday 
from mediator Clark Gilmour 
in his attempt to avert a 
walkout by Victoria’s 184-man 
force. 

Union president Ross Ca¬ 
meron said following Wednes¬ 
day's meetings at which the 
recommendations came from 


the mediator that he was "not 
at all optimistic that the local 
will accept them.'’ 

Cameron refused to disclose 
the substance of Gilmour's 
recommendations, but said 
they were all proposals the 
local had previously rejected. 

If the union were to reject 
the resolutions at tonight's 
meeting. Cameron said he 


would ask the mediator to 
withdraw, paving the way tor 
a strike late next week at the 
earliest. A five-man life and 
limb protection torce would, 
however, be maintained 
throughout any strike. 

“We’re not rushing into a 
strike,” Cameron repeated 
Wednesday, “if this (the rec¬ 
ommendations i doesn’t go 
through, we’ll have a strike.” 


The Wednesday talks were 
originally scheduled for just 
Gilmour and the city to dis¬ 
cuss the union’s jKiSition on a 
recent amendment to federal 
Anti-Inflation Board guide¬ 
lines. According to Cameron, 
the union's jjosition was re¬ 
jected by the city. 

The current dispute stems 
I mm the city's refusal to ac¬ 


cept an arbitration award 
which gave its firefighters 
wage -parity with its Van¬ 
couver counterparts, because 
the city says th^award ex¬ 
ceeds AIB guidelines. 

Cameron described the 
Wednesday meetings as "a 
complete waste of time” but 
added he would elaborate on 
this charge following the 
membership meeting today.

showing Conservatives ' na¬ 
tionally with 47 per cent popu¬ 
lar support. 14 percentage 
points ahead of the governing 
Liberals- will end speculation 
that an election will be hpld 
this year. 


Spokesmen for'both Conser¬ 
vatives and the New Demo¬ 
crats said they were prepared 
to fight a 1977, election, but 
considered prospects of a gen¬ 
eral vote unlikely.

Providence Development Co. 
which oi>erates luxury hotels.

Baigent also said the 
board has no control over the 
conditions of strikes in other 
provinces and these strikes 
might even be illegal under 
the terms of the B.C. labof 
code.

They suggested the sample 
may be an aberration, and 
said they would be more con¬ 
cerned if the next two or 
three polls show similar evi¬ 
dence of their party's un¬ 
popularity. 

Bill Neville, Clark’s chief of 
staff, said he is surprised by 
the extent of his party's po|> 
ularity gains in Quebec. Lib¬ 
erals commanded a 25-percen¬ 
tage-point lead over Conser¬ 
vatives in that province in a 
November poll. By December, 
vyhen the current poll was 
taken, the lead had been cut 
to three percentage points. 

Neville said his party's Que- 
l>ec gains reflected the poli¬ 
tical time and effort Clark 
has put into that province. 

In Sarnia, Out.. Manpower 
Minister Bud -Cullen said 
Wednesday there is no doubi 
that Prime Minister Trudeau 
would seek another term in 
office, probably in a 1878 elec¬ 
tion.

BIRMINGHAM, Eng¬ 
land (UPI) — A 22-year- 
old Briton who claimed he 
w as refused a job in a pub 
for not being a “buxom 
barmaid’’ won his sex dis¬ 
crimination suit Wednes¬ 
day. 

"I feel I have struck a 
blow lo»- male equality,” 
Steve Turner said after 
his industrial tribunal 
hearing. “It’s all very 
well women fighting tor 
equal rights. But it’s un¬ 
fair if a man can’t get a 
.job in a pub .rust because 
he's not a buxom bar¬ 
maid." 

Turner was awarded 
542.50 for his “injured 
feelings’’ from the giant 
Mitchells and Butlers 
Brewery he sued for dis¬ 
crimination. The tribunal 
ruled that the brewery 
should have instructed its 
bar owners about Bri¬ 
tain’s Sex Discrimination 
Act. 

Turner told the court 
that he thought something 
was “fishy" when he an¬ 
swered a newspaper ad 
for a bartender post at 
the Mermaid pub and was 
told the job had been 
tilled. 

He asked his sister-in- 
law and another woman 
to call and inquire about 
the same post — but they 
were invited to interview 
for the position. 

Turner, who said he had 
three years’ experience as 
a harman, told the court, 
“I’ve suspected tor iiome. 
time thar pubs discrimi¬ 
nate against men, but this 
was the first definite 
proof I could find.”

Russians quiz 
rights monitor 


MOSCOW (Reuter) The 
leader of a dissident group set 
up to monitor Soviet obser¬ 
vance of the Helsinki accords 
on human rights was seized 
on the street by plainclothes 
police Wednesday and ques¬ 
tioned for seven hours by jus¬ 
tice officials. 

Dr. Yuri Orlov was put into 
a car while on his way to a 
nev s conference w here he 
planned to tell Western jour¬ 
nalists about police searches 
Tuesday of his apartment and 
those of four other dissenters. 

Following a lengthy inter¬ 
rogation at the public prose¬ 
cutor's office. Orlov tele¬ 
phoned correspondents to say 
investigators had told him a 


criminal c ase had been stall¬ 
ed. 

The charge was one of 
spreading deliberate fabrica¬ 
tions slandering the Soviet 
system. The fabrications were 
alleged to be contained in sev ¬ 
eral hundred documents on 
the work of the Helsinki group 
which polid| confiscated. 

Orlov however, that 

invest ig^^s had not so far 
specified who the accused 
were, and had told him he 
was a witness in the case. 

He said he had responded to 
all questions about documents 
and other items found in his' 
apailineiil by speuiijing how. 
in his view, each question vio¬ 
lated the Helsinki accords. 



King likened Hitler to Joan of Arc

OTTAWA (CPI — The late 
William Lyon Mackenzie King 
likened Adolf Hitler to Joan 
of Arc in 1938, but eight years 
later the Nazi dictator re¬ 
minded King of the Franken¬ 
stein monster. 

'• In jiersonal diaries for 1916. 
‘ released this week by the pub¬ 
lic archives, the former Cana¬ 
dian 'prime minister said he 
was fascinated by visiting the 
bloodstained underground 
bunker in Berlin where Hitler 
is believed to have committed 
suicide. 


• King felt divinely chosen. Page 28 


King came home with two 
souvenirs, a piece of plaster 
which he [tried off the bunker 
wall and a tile from Hitler’s 
bathroom which someone 
gave him. 

King, then 72. was seized by 
a feeling of "appalling dis¬ 
gust’ ’ on gazing at a blood¬ 
stained sofa and other wreck¬ 
age in the Berlin bunker. 

He described Hitler and his 
chief followers as “vermin 
and rats and the like." u 


sharp contrast to his glowing 
acoount-ef his visit with Hitler 
in 1938. 

King was dissuaded from 
calling on Hitler in 1936 but 
two years later sought to de¬ 
velop a reputation us a world 
statesman by telling Hitler 
the British Empire would 
stand united against Germany 
in case of war. 

The visit came near the 
peak of King’s ohsession with 
spiritualism. He told his diary 


of being divinely guided to act 
as a peacemaker. 

After the 1938 meeting he 
was convinced that Hitler, 
too. was a spiritualist because 
both men w ere devoted to 
their mothers. There was 
much King said he disliked 
about Naziism—regimenta¬ 
tion. cruelty and oppression of 
Jews—but Hitler himself “will 
rank, some day with J6an of 
Arc among the deliverers of 
his people." 

During an August. 1946, 
visit To Berlin. King said he 


fell sorry for Berliners whose 
laces looked “weary and 
frightened and surly and 
sad." As well, he was embar¬ 
rassed by the Soviet Union’s 
action in isolating their own 
occupied zone of the city. 

King told oi going down 
three or four Rights ol stone 
stairs to view Ihp rooms 
where Hitler lived out the 
final weeks of the Second 
World War. 

King looked into the bed¬ 
rooms of both Hitler and his 
wife. Eva Braun, and even 


mentioned seeing “the toilet 
room in between." 

He noted that others had 
tom away the tops of sofas 
and chairs as souvenirs. 

“In one room we were 

shown a sofa that had a lot of 
blood on it where it was 
thought Eva Braun had com¬ 
mitted suicide," the diaries 
said.

Ship pilot refused to listen 
to coast guard instructions 


SEATTLE iAP» Contrary 
to what the United States 
Coast Guard told a ship pilot 
now facing legal action, the 
head of the Puget Sound 
Pilots Association was not 
told about special restrictions 
involving a tanker carrying 
liquefied natural gas. 

And. according to a tape 
recording, the pilot refused to 
listen to telephone instruc¬ 
tions. 

Cmdr. Paul Versaw, coast 
guard district legal officer, 
confirmed that Capt. William 
Henshaw, president of the 
pilots' organization, had not 
heen told in advance of the 
daytime-only restriction in¬ 
volving the Femvalley. 


However. Versaw said the 
coast guard had the right to 
imjtose such a restriction 
without prior notice, and Hen¬ 
shaw agreed. 

Capt. Dewey Soriano is ac¬ 
cused of violating a coast 
guard order not to bring the 
ship east of Dungeness Spit 
before daylight. 

United States attorney J. 
Ronald Sim said he had sent 
the case to a grand jury 
which would probably decide 
within two months whether to 
return an indictment. 

Coast guard officials said 
they would file a civil action 
seeking a maximum penalty 
of $10,000, but Sim said feder¬ 
al law made it a felony to vio¬ 


late the coast guard's naviga¬ 
tional safety regulations, with 
the minimum penalty a $5,000 
line and the maximum a 
$50,000 fine and five years in 
prison. 

Soriano was aboard the 
Norwegian vessel which the 
coast guard ordered to wait 
until daylight Dec. 21 before 
entering the Puget Sound ves¬ 
sel traffic system. 

Coast guard officials said 
the unusual restrictions were 
imposed because it was the 
first time a carrier of the 
highly volatile substance had 
made an ocean delivery north 
of San Francisco.

Ceasefire end raises fear 
of new violence in Ulster 


BELFAST (Reuter • The 
Protestant paramilitary 
Ulster Volunteer Force an¬ 
nounced Wednesday it has 
called off a year-long cease¬ 
fire. raising fears of a big 
new escalation of violence in 
Northern Ireland. 

The force told its newspaper 
contacts it already has been 
res|K)nsibIe for a series of fac¬ 
tory bombings in the strife- 
torn area in the last two days. 

It said its action was 
prompted by the British gov¬ 
ernment’s refusal to give so¬ 
cial political prisoner status 
to convicted members of 
paramilitary organizations. 

The force said it now will 
attack only companies supply¬ 
ing goods to Northern Ire¬ 
land's prison service. It said 
that in the last 48 hours it had 
planted bombs at business 
premises that, supplied Bel¬ 
fast's four main prisons. 

The rupture of the ceasefire 
.struck another blow at hopes 
of an end to the bloodshed and 
violence, which’ has cost 1,500 
lives in seven years. 

The Provisional Irish Re¬ 
publican Army, which is fight¬ 
ing British rule, already has 
promised to step up bombing 
and shooting.

The diaries shed some light 
on King’s attitude toward 
J e ws, indicating he was -*uspi- 
cious if not openly anti-Semi¬ 
tic. 

In Ottawa in mid-February 
King reflected on the defec¬ 
tion of Soviet embassy cipher 
clerk Igor Gou/enko and said 
he was amazed at statements 
from some U.S. officials they 
did not suspect similar Soviet 
spy ing activity there. 

“I am coming to feel that 
the Democratic party have al¬ 
lowed themselves to be too 
greatly controlled by the Jews 
and Jewish influence and that 
Rus s ia has sympathizers in 
hiuh and influential places to 
a much greater degree than 
has been believed." King said 
in his diaries. He said he even 
susj»e<*4ed the late president 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, of 
• perhaps trusting Russia far 
too much.” 

In another entry he noted 
the preponderance of Jewish 
names among the 18 Canadian 
civil servants accused of spy¬ 
ing in the wake of Gouzenko’s 
disclosures.

ous indeed."

Exxon accepts oil boost 


Exxon, the world's largest 
oil company, has accepted a 
3ft jier cent increase in the 
price of oil, Venezuelan Mines 
Minister Valentin Hernandez 
said Wednesday. 

“Exxon has accepted the in¬ 
crease in prices, as well as in¬ 
dependent refiners,” Hernan¬ 
dez said. “We have had no 
complaints (to the 10 per cent 
price boost) so far.” 

Exxon purchases about 
850.000 barrels daily of Vene¬ 
zuelan crude and refined oil 
under a two-year sales con¬ 
tract with Venezuela's nation¬ 
alized oil industry. Before na¬ 
tionalization last January, 
Exxon subsidiary Creole Pe¬ 
troleum Corp. supplied 20 per 
cent of Exxon’s world oil pro¬ 
duction. 

In Nicosia, Cyprus, oil in¬ 
dustry sources said Abu 
Dhabi has decided to raise its 
oil production, following the 
lead of Saudi Arabia, in a bid 
to undersell olher members of 
the Organization of Petroleum 
■ Exporting Countries (OPEC). 

The sources said Abu Dhabi 
had lifted its “production ceil¬ 
ing” of 1.5 million barrels of 
crude oil a day and would 
produce between 1.8 and two 
million barrels a day in 1977, 
an increase of at least 20 per 
cent. 

Saudi Arabia and Albu 
Dhabi, part of the United 
Arab Emirates, split from the 
other members of OPEC in 
December and raised the 
price of their oil by only five 
per cent. The other members 
hiked prices 10 per cent on 
, Jan. 1. 


“The others are clearly 
going to have to cut back on 
production as demand shifts 
to the lower-priced oil in 
Saudi Arabia and the 
Emirates,” one oilman said. 

Kuwaiti Oil Minister Abdel 
Muttaleb A1 Kazemi has said 
his government, would cut pro¬ 
duction because of reduced 


demand, but has given no fig¬ 
ures. The oil sources said 
Iraq, Algeria, Libya and other 
OPEC countries were also ex¬ 
pected to cut production be¬ 
cause of reduced demand. 

However, Hernandez said 
Venezuela would not cut pro¬ 
duction and rejected specula¬ 
tion that Venezuela would be 
hurt or undersold by the two- 


tier price system which 
emerged from the OPEC con¬ 
ference. 

“We are not going to reduce 
our production under levels 
established by the govern¬ 
ment,” he said. “Right now, 
we are producing over 2.4 
million barrels daily.” Vene¬ 
zuela produced an average of 
slightly under 2.3 million bar¬ 


rels a day in 1976 and Hernan¬ 
dez said that this level would 
be followed in 3377. 

Venezuela, world's largest 
oil exporter until 1970 when it 
was overtaken by Persian 
Gulf producers, exports over 
twT> million barrels per day, 
with the bulk of its residual 
fuel oil shipments going to the 
U.S. east coast.

Courtine has gone into a 
rage in his column in the 
newspaper Le Monde about 
the wine and the promotional 
hoopla which asserts it is the 
best Beaujolais in years. In 
ideal circumstances, a Beau¬ 
jolais Nouveau should be light 


and snappy, but Courtine said 
all he’s tried between Lyop 
and Paris is pumped so full of 
sugar that it could pass for 
strawberry jam.

Gas main 
explosions 
rock U.K. 


LONDON (UPD — Last 
summer’s .drought of the cen¬ 
tury has been blamed for a 
nationwide wave of gas main 
explosions that has injured 50 
persons and wrecked dozens 
of homes and property in less 
than two weeks. 

An estimated 500 household¬ 
ers a day have reported su¬ 
spected gas leaks in north 
London alone and the govern¬ 
ment Wednesday ordered an 
investigation. 

The announcement came as 
firemen dug through the rub¬ 
ble of the latest blast, which 
killed an 11-month-old girl in 
Scotland before dawn. Unlike 
the five previous explosions, 
this one appeared caused by a 
defect in a private central 
heating system not connected 
to the public supply. 

Britain is crisscrossed with 
underground gas pipelines, 
which deliver cooking and 
heating gas from the North 
Sea to some 19 million homes 
and other buildings, according 
to officials. 

James Tye. director general 
of the officially sponsored 
British Safety Council, fired 
off an angry cable to the gov¬ 
ernment late Tuesday charg¬ 
ing negligent safety measures 
by the nationalized British 
Gas Corp. 

He said officials had known 
the record drought of last 
summer caused shrinking of 
the clay around pipes “reveal¬ 
ing small gas pipe holes, but 
did nothing to warn the public 
premises” as they were legal¬ 
ly bound.

W ITHOUT EVEN the aid of a public telephone 
booth to effect the transformation, self-effacing 
Mike Young — the Clark Kent of British Columbia 
mayors — has suddenly emerged as an outspoken-two- 
listed-hard-hitting-lay-it-on-the-line-righter-of-wrongs 
ready to take on the provincial government and any 
other giants he thinks may be doing our city of Victoria 
wrong. 

The change is so startling and so out of character 
that it can hardly be ignored either by the people he 
lambasted or the ordinary citizens of Victoria who will 
undoubtedly be shaken, and probably delighted, by this 
unexpected but not unjustified change in their 
erstwhile soft-spoken chief magistrate. 

Although he has yet to demonstrate his ability to 
leap over a six-storey building with a single bound, he 
has voiced his well founded concern over the shabby 
treatment meted out to Victoria by a succession of 
provincial administrations. 

Certainly it cannot be denied that government 
policies have adversely affected Victoria's economy. 
British Columbia's delay in overhauling the graht 
formula and its refusal to pay full taxes on government 
buildings has undoubtedly hit Victoria, as the capital 
city, far harder than any other municipality in the 
province 

Similarly the doubling ot the ferry rates has been a 


greater blow to Victoria — which depends heavily 
upon the tourist industry - than it has been to other 
communities. 

The new Supermike did not aim all his blows at the 
Bennett government alone — he generously shared 
them with the previous NDP administration. The 
indiscriminate enlargement of the civil service by the 
.New Democrats between 1972 and 1974 coupled with 
extraordinary wage increases in the public sector and 
the later cutbacks by the Socreds, he charged, 
inexorably led to Victoria's present high 
unemployment rate of 10 per cent 

It is to be hoped that Mayor Young's outburst is 
not the last. It is time that the government began to 
follow the example set by other provincial 
administrations across the county in dealing with 
their capital cities. In provinces such as Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, the governments show 
considerable pride and spend considerable money in 
enhancing the community in which they are situated 

It might also be hoped that before he goes back to 
his Clark Kent disguise he might remind Ottawa that 
British Columbia's entry into Confederation was 
conditional upon a railway being built from the east to 
Victoria mot just as far as Vancouver) and that, apart' 
from Quebec, Victoria is Jhe only capital city in 
Canada in which foreign consulates are not located. 


Troubled waters 


S OME OOOD MAY COME from the Argo Merchant 
oil spill, the worst ever in U.S. waters, and the 
pile-up of other potentially disastrous accidents with 
tankers since the break-up of that one off the coast of 
Massachusetts a few days belore Christmas. This is 
one way of looking at all ol the recent grief in oil 
shipping as the day fast approaches when Alaska 
trafficking begins down the British Columbia coast. 

The tanker groundings ot the last two weeks, one 
alter another with the latest lat this writingi Tuesday- 
night when the Liberian-registered Universe Leader 
became stranded in the Delaware Kiver. together with 
the earlier explosion of one in California, have 
sharpened awareness to the threat ol transporting oil 
by water. They are stirring political waters as they've 
never been before and a stiffening of regulations with 
provision of greater safeguards might be expected in 
the not-too-distant future — in the United States at 
feast which, thankfully, will be to Canada's advantage. 

A move is afoot in the Congress at Washington tor 
a House of Representatives inquiry into navigational 
aids aboard ships as well as technology of clean-up 
equipment and organization, and whether "suspect 
ships such as the Argo Merchant with a long record of 
problems, should be allowed in U.S. waters At the 
same time there is new momentum for passage of a 
bill that would attach direct liability for clean-up costs 


and damages in oil accidents to the vessel's owners 
The bill has been in committee stage for two years 
because, it is said, ol opposition Irom oil companies 
which found support in the Ford administration 

The tanker accidents also have moved the 
Environmental Protection Agency to call on the 
Secretary of the Interior to delay lease sales for off¬ 
shore drilling pending the investigation of oil spill 
hazards Sales are scheduled within the next lew 
months throughout the Georges Bank f ishing grounds 
that were threatened by the Argo Merchant spill 

There is talk as well, about restrictions in the size 
of tankers calling at U.S. ports, and about closer 
inspection of their navigational aids, general condition 
and crewing, particularly those flying Liberian and 
other “‘flags of convenience 

It is now suspected that safety regulations for such 
ships are not always sufficiently enforced, nor are the 
crew's qualifications always adequate for the 
responsibility of operating potentially lethal oil 
tankers 

Any new safety measures the aroused Americans 
can come up with to lessen the danger of tanker 
catastrophes would be ripe for discussion and action at 
the reconvening of the Law of the Sea Conference, 
scheduled in May. The problems demand international 
treaties and it ij there where they could be written.

There is, on the other hand, a line ol critical thought 
emerging here which contends that Carter may not be a 
consensus man" in making decisions but that his views on 
some subiects. partirularlv appointments, can often be 
traced to the last person he conferred with 

There critics claim (and Carter deniesi that this "last-— 
man" thesis has been particularly apparent in what they dnP" 
cem as changeable Carter decisions on whether he is going 
to move quickly to a big. quick tax rebate. 

They say there have been pressures from members of 
Congress which have persuaded Carter to reverse himkelf 
and now indicate his first priority will be a quick program to 
relieve joblessness—and not a tax cut 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Carter aides, however, say that there has been no 
changeableness on the president-elect's part: that Carter has 
simplv been approaching manv important problems, in¬ 
cluding the voice of his top hands in the administration and 
how best to deal with the economy, in his usual, careful, 
thorough, deliberate way 

They add that what some see as an altering of Carter s 
position has merely been a preliminary shift in the Carter 
point oi view as he still moves forward to his final decision 

"The governor simply is following the same careful 
process he has used in selecting his vice-president,” Watson 
asserts. 

Any president will get criticism about his decisions, and 
this one is getting them early since his planning and 
organizational structure Is surfacing so very early. 

Sometimes the criticism doesn't make sense. Some, for 
example, sav he is responding too much to pressures from 
groups of people to whom he is in debt. Carter denies this. 

But others (ironically enough) criticize Carter for saying 
he owes nothing to anyone; isn't subject to pressures from 
anvone; and isn't responding to influence from anyone 
These critics say Carter does owe many people in terms ol 
appointments and programs—particularly the blacks, 
without whose almost total vote he would have lost the 
election 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Finally, there are some wise veteran observers who 
warn that it is lar too early to "get a handle" on the 
president-elect as a decisionmaker. Said one such observer 
after hearing Watson defend his boss on this subject: 

"Only after Carter becomes president will we really find 
out how he makes decisions. Even he doesn't realize that he 
may well be an entirely different person once he really has 
the full responsibility for running this nation 

"Perhaps he'll end up feeling he must make the impor¬ 
tant decisions in the silence of his office in the White House, 
all by himself. Further since he is said to be somewhat of a 
loner, he may revert to such lone decisions quite readily. We 
simply have to wait and see."

Energy imports coming 


MONTREAL (UPl) - 
Dwindling oil reserves and 
cost increases for domestic 
energy projects will likely 
make Canada a net importer 
of energy by the mid-1980s. _ 
the Bank of Montreal said 
Wednesday. 

In its January business re¬ 
view newsletter, the bank said 
Canada’s energy- outlook in 
the past three years has lost 
much of its lustre because of 
smaller than anticipated new 
discoveries of oil and gas in 
readily accessible regions and 
frontier areas. 

Although conventional 
sources of energy are being 
depleted rapidly, the bank 
said Canada still has im¬ 
mense reserves of non-con-' 
ventional sources, such as 
crude oil extractable from Al¬ 
berta’s Athabasca tar sands, 
estimated at some 26.5 million 
barrels. 

According to the bank, how¬ 
ever, there have been “mas¬ 
sive increases’’ in the cost of 
building facilities to extract 
the oil, and there have been 
no recent commercial-size 
discoveries of crude ad in off¬ 
shore, or frontier areas, de¬ 
spite continued exploration. 

In the past, the bank said, 
Canada had an apparent 
abundance of energy which

EDMONTON (CP) — Alber¬ 
ta would consider allowing ac¬ 
celerated oil sands develop¬ 
ment if the federal govern¬ 
ment could guarantee trade 
and tariff barriers with the 
United States would be over¬ 
come, Intergovernmental Af¬ 
fairs Minister Lou Hyndman 
said Wednesday.

But Premier Peter Lough- 
eed has said Alberta may 
need a “cooling off” period— 
both socially and economi¬ 
cally following completion 
next year of the Syncrude 
Canada Ltd. plant in north¬ 
eastern Alberta. 

He has said Alberta has 
been forced to seek markets 
for its petrochemical products 
in the northwestern U.S. and 
California because of a large 
petrochemical plant operating 
in Ontario. 

Present U.S. tariff rates 
protect American-made prod¬ 
ucts from competition of Ca¬ 
nadian goods. 

Hyndman said in an inter¬ 
view he has not contacted Ot¬ 
tawa on the possibility of 
working the trade-off and the 
province hasn’t decided yet 
how it would conduct negotia¬ 
tions on the matter.

The northern reserves re¬ 
port, prepared by Sproule As¬ 
sociates Ltd. of Calgary, said 
it estimates the potential for 
discoveries in the delta and 
the shallow waters of the ad¬ 
joining Beaufort Sea at be¬ 
tween 40 and 60 trillion cubic 
feet.

The judge told IhP'two men, 
Jim Miller and John Bellord: 

"You built up this ima*e of 
yourselves as big charitable 
figures, which you wanted to 
perpetuate and which you 


were not prepared to drop." 

They admitted 11 charges 
involving theft, fraud and 
forgery. 

When their debts amounted 
to almost $2.5 million, the two 
flew by helicopter after a 
champagne send-off from the 
nursing home in southern 
England, apparently for a hol¬ 
iday. 


But they faked suicide let¬ 
ters and went to a remote 
Scottish island and were not 
heard from for 11 months. 
However, an accomplice 
confessed and they were 
arrested in July last year.

Within a 130-day i>eriod. cost 
estimates had increased by 60 
jier cent for the first phase of 
the Clover Point sewage dis¬ 
posal scheme, she said. 

Ker Priestman and As¬ 
sociates, she said, Had es¬ 
timated that the project would 
cost 58 million. 

That was in June, 1976. 

By August, 1976, they had 
revised that figure to 512.6 
million. 

In June. Mrs. Dowell noted, 
the consultants had estimated 
that the Clover Point pumping 
station would cost 52.2 mil¬ 
lion, but when the contract 
was let less than a month 
later, it was for 53.3 million. 

"If cost estimates now have 
to be revised so drastically, it 
is obvious that the original 
figures used by CRD (Capital 
Regional District) were com¬ 
pletely fictitious and dan¬ 
gerously misleading to all mu¬ 
nicipalities involved in the 
scheme, to say nothing of the 
ratepayers who must ultima¬ 
tely fo6t the bill.” she said. 

Board chairman James 
Campbell interrupted Mrs. 
Dowell at this point to tell her 
he was not sure that her ques¬ 
tions "could be deemed to be 
questions the engineer could 
deal with.” 

“ Don't make too many Ar¬ 
guments about political 
merits." he warned her. “The 
allegations you make about 
merits and wisdom and judg¬ 
ment are things we can’t ask 
the staff to answer directly." 

Saanich’s Aid. Fred Sever¬ 
son suggested Mrs. Dowell’s 
questions should be posed 
away front the public meet¬ 
ing. 

Campbell said he would not 
want to interfere with Mrs. 
Dowell's right to ask ques¬ 
tions. 


Revision 
of act 
indefinite 


Revision of the Municipal 
Act, urged by Saanich Mayor 
Ed Lum in his inaugural 
address Tuesday, is on Munic¬ 
ipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis’ list of jobs to be done, 
but Curtis said Wednesday 
that he could not promise a" 
starting date for the job. 

Curtis said he estimated the 
cost of the job would be 
around 5100,000 and that it 
would take 15 to 18 months.

Lum. who called for a task 
force representing both pro¬ 
vincial and municipal govern¬ 
ments to review the act, said, 
“in its present form, the act 
rs archaic, paternalistic and 
restrictive.” 

Curtis said that as mayor of 
Saanich for nine years, he 
worked with the act, and 
while he recognized its short¬ 
comings, he did not find it pa¬ 
ternalistic. 

“I would take issue with, pa¬ 
ternalistic as an adjective. 
Die province has to exercise 
some control over local gov¬ 
ernment?.'’ Curtis said.

Saanich faces fight for new business 


If Saanich hopes- to lure 
commercial and industrial 
firms away from tfie city of 
Victoria, it should be pre¬ 
pared for battle. 

Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young made clear in his inau¬ 
gural speech earlier this week 
that the city would try to 
make land available for new 
industrial enterprises. 

At 'the same time, council 
would try to keep whatever 
commerce it has now. accord¬ 
ing to the mayor. 


Saanich is gearing for the 
establishment of' its own in¬ 
dustrial park although the 
outcome of that controversy 
depends on how strong the 
new forced on council op- 
pjsing the scheme are. 

Saanich has made clear in 
the past that it hopes to sc*r\£ 
as a catchbasin for ahy in¬ 
dustry that wishes to move 
out of the city. 

But the Victoria mayor 
dampened those hopes by an¬ 
nouncing that the city doesn't 


intend to relinquish its inter¬ 
est in industry. 

“Contrary to i>opular belicl. 
industrial land is not only 
available, but at a price that 
is j-easonable in relation to 
other major rent res in B.C. 
and Canada."- Young said. 

He cited as an example the 
city's purchase of a piece ol 
land adjacent to Point Ellice 
Bridge. That property was 
bought from B.C. Forest 
Products last year to consoli¬ 
date the city’s industrial land 


holdings extending from the 
bridge to the Point Ellice Mu¬ 
seum property. 

"This could be made avail¬ 
able for any ‘ prospective 
warehousing or industrial re¬ 
quirements.” the mayor said. 

To lend irapeiug, ,to his 
plans, Young has reiiistituted 
a standing committee on in- 
d u s t r y , commerce anu 
tourism. 

A review of the city’s ca¬ 
pacity to accommodate in¬ 
dustry is expected to be com¬ 
pleted this year. —- 


The mayor's views on fur¬ 
ther apartment construction 
aren't very encouraging to de¬ 
velopers and speculators. 

Young said he saw no need 
to allow t further rezoning ot 
property to permit construc¬ 
tion of apartment buildings in 
areas now zoned for a lower 
density. 

He noted that in the last 
Tive years, a “record total’’ of 
8,500 residential units were 
built In the city, nearly all of 
them apartments. 


"Serious questions must be 
asked whether this only 
achieves governmental objec¬ 
tives rather than genuine, 
popular requirements,” the 
mayor said. 

He somewhat softened his 
stand by adding that apart¬ 
ment development should be 
encouraged in and around the 
city core. Such a policy would 
complement city council’s en¬ 
deavors to increase residen¬ 
tial accommodation in the 
dowpjown area.

Viking standout 
wants new pact 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — 
Running-back Chuck Foreman 
of Minnesota Vikings said 
Wednesday he won't play 
for the Vikings after Sunday's 
SujJer Bow'l against Oakland 
Raiders unless his present 
contract is renegotiated. 

“It’s probably the wrong 
time to make this public, but 
I'm not happy with my con¬ 
tract and I won’t play with it 
again,” said Foreman, under 
contract to the.

Champion seeks new goals 
after achieving early aims 


By LARRY HARDING 

MONTREAL CCP) — 
George Athans, one of Cana¬ 
da’s foremost international 
athletes of recent years, says 
he is looking for new fields to 
conquer after retiring from 
the competitive water-skiing 
career that helped put the 
country on the map in the 
sport. 

“The first and most impor¬ 
tant reason for getting out is 
that I established goals for 
myself a long time ago and 
I’ve reached them all.” 
Athans, the first skier to win 
consecutive world titles, said 
in an interview. 

“1 don’t think I’m retiring 
from my involvement in the 
sport, but I am going to retire 
irom active competition.” 

The 24-year-old native of 
Kelowna was Canadian cham- 
nion for more than a decade, 
in that time he won two world 
titles, in 1971 and 1973, as well 
as the United States Masters 
crown. 

The latter is generally con¬ 
sidered to be an even greater 
test than the world cham¬ 


pionship because of the depth 
of competition in the U.S., 
where most' hopefuls can 
train year-round. Athans 
trained four months a year. 

He now isa student at Mon¬ 
treal’s McGUl University and 
has assumed increased repon- 
sibilities with a wife and 
daughter. 

“While the sport allows me 
to cover my expenses, which 
are in the neighborhood of 
520,000 a year, it’s hard for 
me to ski axd study and ac- 
comnlish the other tilings I’d 
like\r-do with my life,” he 
said. 

A series of injuries to his 
left knee has also restricted 
his activity. He first injured 
the knee in a jumping compe¬ 
tition in California in early 
1975. 

With training and rehabili¬ 
tation he was able to ski in 
the Ontario-Qucbcc Challenge 
Cup. where he reinjured the 
knee, keeping him out of the 
1975 World Championships in 
London. 

Last June, he tore liga¬ 


ments in the knee the day 
before he was to take part in 
the Canadian Superstars com¬ 
petition, a television sports 
feature. It was an unexpected¬ 
ly large disappointment. 

“Going into Superstars I 
was more motivated than at 
any other time in my life,” 
Athans recalled. “I probably 
wanted to prove to everyone 
that water-skiing involved 
more than just dragging be¬ 
hind a boat with a girl hang¬ 
ing on your shoulders on a 
Sunday afternoon." 

Athans is studying manage¬ 
ment, marketing and adver¬ 
tising courses at McGill to 
supplement the degree he 
earned at Sir George Williams 
University here. He said that 
if he enters upon a marketing 
career he would like the prod¬ 
ucts to be "sincere, honest 
and usable commodities.” 

“Throughout my career in 
sports I’ve come into contact 
with many situations where 
I’ve had to prostitute myself 
to reach my goals, cases

“People looking at my posi¬ 
tion say: ‘He was the ama¬ 
teur athlete of the year, he 
has the Order of Canada, he's 
a Sports Hall of Famer and 
he’s travelled all over the 
world — certainly he's not 
going to be happy sitting in 
our office doing the things we 
could offer him’.” 

Athans often is asked if he 
thinks he chose the. wrong 
sport, and he admits that 
some considerations might 
have led him elsewhere. 

“From a financial stand¬ 
point. water-skiing certainly 
hasn’t supplied the secure 
base that tennis, hockey or 
some of the other major 
sports could. 

“But you have to look at a 
sport in its totality. Water-ski¬ 
ing gave me a great educa¬ 
tion travelling around the 
world. I met a very charming 
girl who is now my wife and 
we have a good little daugh¬ 
ter, and I think I have to 
thank the sport for that.”

52 by Chris Old, England took 
its Monday’s total (Tuesday 
was a rest day) of 285 for six 


wickets to 321 all out to gain a | 
first innings les4 of 166 runs. 
India was all out for 155 in its i 
first knock. 

Greig’s century —. his 
eighth in teats—was an epit¬ 
ome of grim resolve and te¬ 
nacity. The tall, 30-year-old 
Sussex all-rounder, gave the 
England innings both sub¬ 
stance and sustenance as he 
w'as associated in two great 
partnerships - 142 runs for 
the fifth wicket with Roger 
Tot'hard (67) and 64 for the 
sixth wicket with Old (52). 

In one knock spanning 427 
minutes, Greig, who faced 348 
deliveries, hit seven fours and 
one six and later capped his 
performances by capturing 
two Indian wickets — those of 
tlie opener Anshuman Gaek- 
wad and Vishwanath — fbr 25 
runs. 

Far India, skipper Bishan 
Singh Bedi and his spinning 
“twin” Prasanna were the 
principal wicket-takers with 
five wickets for U0 runs and 
four for 93 respectively.

MELBOURNE (Reuter) —

Greg Chappell had earlier 
closed Australia’s second in¬ 
nings at 315 for eight, after a 
sparkling 105 from Rick 
McCosker and 88 by Ian 
Davis. Chappell also contrib¬ 
uted 67, his fourth successive 
half century against the visi¬ 
tors. 

Pakistan started confidently 
but the second over of the in¬ 
nings from Gary Gilmour 
found Sadiq Mohammad fend¬ 
ing at the ball which flew to

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India-jailed 

Canadian 
won’t eat 


NEW DELHI (AP) - A 31- 
year-old Canadian woman 
jailed for the last six months 
on suspicion of being linked 
with an Asian murder ring 
-said Wednesday she has begun 
a hunger strike to protest what 
she described as the refusal 
of jail authorities to give her 
letters sent from friends and 
relatives. 

Marie-Andree Led ere, a 
medical secretary' from Que¬ 
bec City, told her lawyers and 
a reporter present for her lat¬ 
est court appearance that she 
started the hunger strike 
Monday and would continue to 
takd only water and no solid 
foods until prison authorities 
gave her about 500 161161*5 she 
said had arrived for her 
from Canada. 

B. N. Chaturvedi, a New 
Delhi magistrate conducting 
preliminary hearings into 
some aspects of the case in¬ 
volving Miss Leclerc, ordered 
prison officials to reply to her 
allegations about nondelivery 
of letters and a second com¬ 
plaint that her prison diet had 
been Inadequate. 

Miss Leclerc’s main Indian 
lawyer, S. N. Chowdhury, 
urged her to stop the hunger 
strike but she said she was 
serious about her demand for 
receiving the letters. 

“I have received only about 
" 25 leters in six months, out of 
more than 500 that I under¬ 
stand have been received by 
the jail authorities for me,” 
Miss Leclerc said. '"Hie jail 
officials keep teasing me. 
They tell me I will get 200 let¬ 
ters today or tomorrow but I 
never get them. 

She said she had not re¬ 
ceived any letters from her 
family since last November. 

“I know what T am doing.” 
Miss Leclerc said. ‘‘The jail 
authorities will not take me 
seriously unless I do this. But 
I am not going to die and my 
family in Canada should not 
be concerned.” 

A police official \vho was 
present in the court told re- 
porters' that technically Miss 
Leclerc was not entitled to re¬ 
ceive letters since she was 
held under India’s Mainten¬ 
ance of Internal Security Act. 
under which persons can be 
held for up to two years with¬ 
out trial and without bail. 

Indian officials have said 
that Miss Leclerc is being de¬ 
tained under MIS A to enable 
them to hold her until their 
investigations are complete 
and formal charges can be 
placed. 

Miss Leclerc made two sep¬ 
arate court appearances dur¬ 
ing the day along with 
Charles Sobhraj, a French- 
V'ietnamese also known by the 
alias Alain Gauthier, who is 
considered by police fo be the 
alleged leader of the Asian 
murder ring. and Jean 
Dhuisme, a French national 
also held in the case. 

In both cases, the magis¬ 
trates set new dates for the 
next preliminary hearing— 
one for Jan. 17 and the other 
tor Jan. 18. 

During the Jan. 19 hearing, 
defence lawyers said, ar¬ 
guments would take place on 
whether Miss Leclerc and the 
two men should be charged 
and tried for allegedly trying 
to poison and rob a group of 
French tourists who stayed at 
the local YMCA hostel last 
June. 

The three were arrested 


here last July and were under • 
investigation for other crimes, 
including the murder of a 
French national, police said. 

Authorities in Thailand 
have sought the extradition of 
Miss Leclerc and Sobhraj for 
a series of murders and dig¬ 
gings of foreign tourists in 
that country. 

But Indian police have said 
they intend to bring them to 
trial here before any extradi¬ 
tion request is considered. 

Miss Leclerc told reporters 
she had not been permitted to 
attend a Christmas party or¬ 
ganized by an outside reli¬ 
gious group for the foreign 
prisoners in Delhi’s main jail 
on Dec. 24. 

-T was not allowed to go to 
the party, where there w^ere 
songs, meat, soft drinks, 
laughter and everything,” she 
said. 

“Why? It was in the prison 
inside. Why couldn’t I attend? 
I was crying so much. I knew 
about the party 15 days be¬ 
fore. You can imagine my 
feelings when the party was 
held on the 24th of De¬ 
cember.” 

Miss Leclerc wore a blue 
blouse, denim pants and 
green cardigan sweater for 
her court appearances. Her 
hair was in a pony tail and 
she wore a mother-of-pearl ro¬ 
sary around her neck. 

When she first came into 
the courtroom, her eyes were 
red and she appeared to have 
been crying, but she regained 
her composure as she talked 
to her lawyers and to report¬ 
ers. 

She said a representative of 
the Canadian Embassy had 
last visited her on Nov. 12. 

She complained that she 
had eaten no meat since being 
imprisoned, and cigarettes 
taken to the prison by her 
sister had not been delivered.

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Teamster election 


Challenge to Lawson 


VANCOUVER (CP) - The 
trade union authority' of 
Teamster president Ed Law- 
son faces an unprecedented 
challenge next week as more 
than 20,000 Teamster 
members in British Columbia 
and the Yukon vote on a new 
district council. 

While Lawson does not race 
a direct challenge personally, 
hi* opponents have organized 
a complete slate of candidates 
to campaign for a new' direc¬ 
tion in union leadership. 

At the centre of the debate 
is the charge that Lawson is 
"spread too thin” with five 
jobs which, they say, earn 
him close to $150,000 annually 
and distract him from doing 
any job properly. 

Chief spokesman for the ©im¬ 
position slate is Jack Vlaho- 
vlc, 33. a native of Fruitvale. 
near Trail. Vlahovlc, a paid 
Teamster official for six of 
his 10 years in the union, Is 
running for the position of se¬ 
cretary-treasurer of Local 213 
against incumbent A1 Medley. 

Under the complex 
Teamster election procedures. 


members of each of the un¬ 
ion's four western locals will 
vote next Monday to elect 
seven local officers. 

The local officers fiT" turn 
elect an over-all administra¬ 
tive body called Joint Council 
No. 36 from their own ranks. 
For many years, Lawson has 
been elected as a trustee by 
Local 213: then won election 
as council president. 

Because Lawson is running 
as a trustee — locals elect 
three trustees and four table 
_ officers — he does not face 
direct personal challenge in 
Monday's election. The three 
candidates with the most 
votes in the trustee elections 
will win. 

But Lawson’s opponents 
have nominated candidates to 
run against each of the sena¬ 
tor’s supporters vying for 
election as table officers. 

Heading the attack is Vlaho- 
vic, who campaigns under the 
slogan “The working team for 
213.” 

Vlahovic says Lawson has 
earned $60,000 a year as 
director of the Teamsters’ 


newly-formed Canadian con¬ 
ference, S37.400 as president 
of Joint Cbuncil 36. 522,500 as 
an international Teamster 
v ice-president, and $26,000 not 
including expenses as on in¬ 
dependent member of the Ca¬ 
nadian Senate. 

Lawson has denied receiv¬ 
ing the international Vice- 
president salary, saying he 
dropped it when he became 
Canadian director. He has 
also refused to comment on 
the election, saying it is union 
policy ’’not to conduct local 
union elections in the press. 

'Tm running as a rank-and- 
file trustee, which is a non- 
salaried position in Local 
213,” said Lawson. ‘Tm not 
prepared to debate the other 
false and misleading informa¬ 
tion Vlahovic is putting out.” 

Viahoyic says Lawson's 
many resixinsibilities have led 
to a "lack of leadership” as 
lesser officers wait for direc¬ 
tion. As a result, he says. 
Teamsters have lost work on 
construction sites to other 
unions. # 

“Over the past five years. 


we have lost work for about 
500 Teamsters each construc¬ 
tion season,” he says. In 
some locations, he adds, union 
members see a business agent 
only at bargaining time ev ery 
two years. 

•‘Dues are going up and 
representation is going 
down,” says Vlahovic. “Who's 
running this organization, 
trustee or a secretary- 
treasurer?” 

Vlahovic, who predicts his 
slate will sweep the election, 
says even Lawson’s post in 
Ottawa has failed to help the 
union. “There is not enough 
communication between our 
executive board and the three 
levels of government, despite 
the fact that Lawson makes a 
big thing about his value in 
this area.” 

Vlahovic is so confident his 
bid to unseat Lawson will be 
successful that he’s looking 
forward to joint council elec¬ 
tions, scheduled for Tuesday. 
‘They better not hold that 
election until-our ballots are 
counted,” he says.

NEW YORK (UPI)

ket for decades. The Ameri¬ 
can-founded firm, which was 
acquired by Sotheby’fc of Lon¬ 
don in 1964, had a record 
sales total of $70 million in the 
1975-7.8 season and expects Jo 
top that this season. 

A quote from Guy Hannen, 
director of Christie’s, near the 
end of an art feature story in 
Wednesday’s New York 
Times, brought the huge 
houses’ battle strategy into 
the open. Hannen said. "Our 
new and uniform commission 
rates will be as attractive to 
Americans in America as 
they have proved to Ije else¬ 
where.” The rates were de¬ 
fined as a 10 pef cent pre¬ 
mium charge to on all 

sales prices and a flat 10 per 
cent commission to be paid by 
the seller. 

The premium charge is the 
custom in England and in 
most European capitals, but it 
has never been tried in New*’ 
York, where an eight per vent 
city-state sales tax is already 
added to sales prices. Sqthehy 
Parke Bemet president John 
Marion followed up the Times 
quote with a statement saying 
Sotheby had no intention of 
following Christie’s lead. 

*‘I am in general opposed to 
the use of a buyer’s premium 
in the American market.” 
Marion said. "While it is Very 
profitable for the auction 
house, ideologically It is alien 
to normal business practice In 
this country to charge your 
client for the privilege of sell¬ 
ing him property. 

"I Imagines it will be re¬ 
ceived here with about the 
same degree of enthusiasm as 
the Stamp’Act” — an allusion 
tu the British tax which 
helped trigger the American 
revolution. 

"Whether or not it will 


ceed will depend on the de¬ 
gree to which consignors are 
prepared to accept lower 
prices,” Marion said, adding 
with a certain relish, "It will 
certainly make for an inter¬ 
esting market situation.” 

Marion obviously did not ex¬ 
pect Christie’s to be success¬ 
ful in enforcing the 10 per 


cent buyer’s commission. On 
the other hand, Christies’ 
charge to consignors of a flat 
10 per cent commission on 
sales is less than Sotheby’s 
sliding commission rate that 
goes from 25 per cent on the 
first $1,000 of the sales price 
to 12 1 * per cent on any por¬ 
tion tjf the sales -price in 
excess of $15,000. 


U.K. firm selling 
controls usable 
in Soviet bomber 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The British government is 
backing the sale to the Soviet 
Union of an electronic control 
system for jet engines that 
could apparently be._used on 
the Backfire bomber, air 
force sources said Wednes¬ 
day. 

The proposal involves a 517- 
million contract announced 
Dec. 23 between Lucas Aero¬ 
space, a British company, and 
the Soviet government to de¬ 
sign and develop a system to 
control fuel ami air flow and 
monitor performance for the 
Kuznetsov NK144 turbofan jet 
engine used on the TU144 su¬ 
personic transport plane. 

An upgraded version of that 
engine is used on the twin-en¬ 
gine. Backfire, and air force 
sources said the electronic 
controls could also work on 
the swing-wing bomber. 

The backfire is about two- 
thirds the size of the U.S. B1 
bomber and has been de¬ 
ployed for use- against land 
targets in Europe and China 
and against naval forces. 


Because of its 6.000-mile 
range - enough to reach the 
United States with atomic 
bombs on a one-way trip — 
U.S. military- authorities con¬ 
sider the Backfire a strategic 
threat and the plane, along 
with the U.S. Cruise missile 
under development, has been 
a major obstacle to a SALT II 
arms control agreement with 
Russia. 

Pentagon spokesmen said 
they would have no immedi¬ 
ate comment on the British 
proposal until they received 
official notification of it. 

Embassy- officials here say 
Britain’s dejegkte is ready to 
place the Lucas contract be¬ 
fore the international oo-or- 
d i n a t i n g committee, or 
Cocom, a group consisting of 
most NATO countries plus 
Japan, which meets weekly in 
Paris to monitor technological 
exports fo Communist coun¬ 
tries.

/But according to senior 
company member (Tamah¬ 
nous has no artistic director 
or anything resembling the 
usual theatre hierarchy) Dave 
Petersen, it’s a jump the com¬ 
pany doens’t mind taking. 
After all, Tamahnous and pre¬ 
sumably Vancouver Islanders 
too speak the West Coast lan¬ 
guage which was a style dis¬ 
missed back East as beirtp too 
“laid back.” 

In short, tfiej company’s 
Toronto appearance at the 
Tarragon, the self-styled 
Mecca of Canuok theatre, was 
in Petersen’s words "a disas-. 
ter’’. 

Tamahnous, which doesn’t 
actively discourage the han¬ 
dle that it’s one of the 
country’s most innovative 
companies, collected some¬ 
thing between yawns and 
charges of yahoos from 
Toronto’s no-nonsense critics 
for its production of The Final 
Performance of Vaslav Ni¬ 
jinsky. 

As for its second show. 
Deep Thought, apparently Bill 
Glassco, the guru of Tar¬ 
ragon. wouldn't let it get 
beyond a warmly received 
preview. 

“He said it wasn't ready," 
acvording to Petersen. who 
added the company wasn’t en¬ 
tirely «ware of all the ramifi¬ 
cations of the original invita¬ 
tion to perform at the Tar¬ 
ragon. 

Yet the feeling about Tu- 
mahnous is that Glassco’s de¬ 
cision had a lot to do with his 
own urgency to start work on 
Tarragon’s next production. 

Both the Toronto-pepared 
productions are in the current 
tour. (Last season Tamahnous 
toured the Island briefly with 
P^nshen and brought $4 Acres 
to Victoria.) Petersen said the 
difference in approach be¬ 
tween the comedy and the 
drama make both prxhictions 
ideal for tour audiences. 

Nijinski, written hy Tamah¬ 
nous regular Jeremy Long, is 
revival and re-work of the 
1972 production which was 
later filmed. Petersen de- 
cribes the play as tracing the

At that time, there was 
some vague notion of provid¬ 
ing theatre that was satisfy¬ 
ing to them as a cbmpany as 
well as reflecting something 
of the area. Ideas for the 
coming season then and now 
are still decided upon collec¬ 
tively and allowed to develop 
either within the entire com¬ 
pany or from a »et script. 

With recent productions of 
Fanshen and 84 Acres (an up¬ 
date of this broadly satiric 
look at the Land Commission 
is planned prior to the next 
provincial election! Tamah¬ 
nous has found itself moving 
toward political commentary 
or even, according to some 
criticA, - _ propaganda. Both 
charges are denied. 

Tamahnous may not quite 
escape the political label with 
Deep Thought. 

“It's not rhetoric but does 
pose certain questions on how 
people live." Petersen said.

If some consumer groups, 
particularly in the United 
States, have their way the fa¬ 
miliar question coffee, tea or 
milkf will contain only the 
latter two words. 

Suggestions that consumers 
reduce coffee drinking as a 
protest against rising prices 
have begun to spread across. 
Canada follow ing fast-growing 
consumer protest in the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Coffee prices have been ris¬ 
ing steadily due largely, pro¬ 
ducer sources say, to 1973 
frost that hit Brazilian planta¬ 
tions, the* world’s largest ex¬ 
porters of coffee beans. 

Consumer anger against thp 
increasing prices found a 
spokesman last month in Elin¬ 
or Guggenheimer. consumer 
affairs minister for New York 
City, who began a boycott. 

Tuesday, Barbara Shand oT 
the Consumer’s Association of 
Canada urged Canadians to 
resist high prices and switch 
to less-expensive beverages. 

She said she isn’t urging an 
outright boycott, but said the 
price for coffee is ridiculous. 

"Besides, coffee has no nu¬ 
tritional value and we can do 
without it." she said. 

In Nova Scotia. William 


So bey, chairman of Sobey’s 
Stores Ltd., called for a boy¬ 
cott. 

He said the public should 
refused to buy any product 
when the price becomes too 
high. 

Leif Christensen, president 
of Bulands Ltd., a Halifax 
wholesale firm said, he would 
not support such a measure. 

Continued coffee-price in¬ 
creases should be great for 
tea sales, he added. 

Mrs. Gerry Brown, vice- 
president ol the Quebec 
branch of the consumer’s as¬ 
sociation, says there is no 
boycott planned or advocated 
in Quebec. She said she does 
not think a boycott “will bring 
prices down it there is a legit¬ 
imate shortage, as seems to 
be the case." 

In Vancouver, a spokesman 
for the B.C. branch 6f the con¬ 
sumers' association said that 
group urges restraint, but 
holds out little hope that the 
thousands of coffee addicts 
can make a boycott work. 

However, coffee dealers in 
London said the U.S. boycott 
call forced coffee prices down 
by a cent on the world market 
Tuesday.

Forsell predicted that the 
same television screen the 
housewife watches her baby 
on will deliver the day's news 
or a special college course at 
the push of a button.

“Bring mb‘any dish and I 
will copy it for you." Fujita 
boasts. - 

Once the vinyl replica is 
made, Fujita’s artists go to 
work re-creating exactly 
the food’s, color. They must 
remember the colors as they 
saw them. Even color pho¬ 
tographs, Fujita says, distort 
too much. 

The food then may he 
washed and drip-dried. A 
quick dusting or a rinse under 
cold water and the food is as 
good as new. 


“You may. not be hungry" 
w'hen you walk into the res¬ 
taurant. Fujita says, “but 
once you see this you have to 
eat.” 

Although the phony food 
phenomenon is new here, it is 
old stuff in Japan, where Fu¬ 
jita’s parent company 
operates. 

Ninety-five per cent of the 
restaurants there, he says, 
advertise their fare with the 
rubbery stuff. 

“America is so new, people 
don’t realize the value of 
this," Fujita said. “But pretty 
soon we will get good results 
and the orders will start com¬ 
ing in.” 

Does Fujita feel guilty 
about contributing to Ameri¬ 
ca’s overweight problem? 

Fujita just laughs and 
tosses a vinyl baked polato in 
the air.

The childless couple lives in 
a vacuum. They try to fill 
their lonely lives with dinner 
dates, the theatre, golf, 
tennis, swimming*, civic af¬ 
fairs. and vacation trips all 
over the world.

The 
emptiness of life without chil¬ 
dren is indescribable. But the 
childless couple is too com¬ 
fortable to know' it.

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Children dodge inspectors 
in Soviet university dorms

MOSCOW — Some mothers 
hide their children until in- 
s p e c t i o n time is 
over ... others rarely let 
their boys or girls out of the 
building in case officials at 
the door refuse to let them 
back In ... some smuggle 
children in and out as best 
they cah . . . some constantly 
appeal to authorities . . . and 
some are caught and ex¬ 
pelled. 

Scenes from a futuristic 
movie? 1984? A wartime oc¬ 
cupation? 

No — this is the state of af¬ 
fairs in too many student dor¬ 
mitories at Soviet universi¬ 
ties. according to one group of 
Moscow' students that wants 
conditions changed. 

THE PROBLEM is a basic 
shortage of dormitory rooms, 
in a society where normal 
housing is also hard to find. 
Ministry of higher education 


rules forbid small children 
living with student parents in 
the rooms. 

But often there is nowhere 
for children to be placed out¬ 
side. and either mother or fa¬ 
ther faces the prospect of giv- 
ing up university studies al¬ 
together. 

Grandparents, who might 
take the child in other socie¬ 
ties, are often living in one or 
two rooms themselves. Many 
students are in universities 
aw'ay from their hometowns. 

Some kindergartens will 
take children at the age of 
three, Monday through Fri¬ 
day, but many mothers are 
reluctant to give up their chil¬ 
dren all week. 

THE GROUP that wants 
student parents to be able to 
keep their children in dormi¬ 
tories recently wrote to the 
Writer's Union weekly publi¬ 
cation, the Literary Gazette. 
It wanted to coYrect the im¬ 
pression given in a previous 


Gazette article that Moscow 
State University (the nation's 
lurgest and most prestigious) 
had a slx-day-a-week nursery 
for students’ children that 
worked well. 

The group indicated that 
places are limited and that 
most student parents live a 
tense and difficult life, always 
on the lookout for approach¬ 
ing inspectors. 

Other sources familiar with 
Soviet university life con¬ 
firmed that the situation is in 
fact very difficult. The Gazette 
calls for ministry officials to 
recognize the problem. 

Special areas In dormitories 
should be set aside for student 
families, it argues. And spe¬ 
cial houses should be built in 
student townships around uni¬ 
versities. Prospects for quick 
action do not appear great, 
however. 

THE CASE of one young 
student mother, apparently 
unmarried, was cited by the

Gazette. She is in her fourth 
year of a six-year undergrad¬ 
uate course. She has l>een gi¬ 
ven permission for a loom at 
a dormitory on condition she 
promises in writing that her 
young son will not be with her 
during the winter months. 

“It is expensive in our town 
to rent a room,” she writes, 
“and it is impossible to find 
one if you have a 
baby. . . The administrator to 
w hom 1 appealed for help ad¬ 
vised me to give up my stu¬ 
dies. But should I do that?” 

FIGURES are hard to come 
by. Of 1,000 student families 
surveyed by a Moscow' medi¬ 
cal institute, about half had 
only husband or wife studying 
(and the other working). The 
other half were both students. 
(It is also forbidden for a non¬ 
student husband or wife to 
live in a dormitory, although 
some do.) 

Half the all-student couples 
had children. Fewer than one 
per cent of the mothers had to 
give up studying when the 
baby was born. Other sources 
say that figure seems low, but 
there is no way to know the 
nationwide situation for cer¬ 
tain. 


CHICAGO (AP) — Mary 
Shane doesn’t have ideal 
qualifications to become a 
major league baseball broad¬ 
caster. 

She got her first radio job 
just 16 months ago. Before 
that she was a high school 
history teacher. She’s not a 
former player and she’s only 
28. 

But the Milwaukee na¬ 
tive also has a quiet self-con¬ 
fidence, knowledge of the 
game, the luck of being in the 
right place at the right time 
and a stack of reviews from 
approving listeners. 

As a result, she has become 
perhaps the first woman hired 
■as a play-by-play broad¬ 
caster in major league base¬ 
ball history. Mrs. Shane will 
be the female voice of Chica¬ 
go White Sox's four-person 
television-radio team this 
year. 

“Play-by-play is what I’ve 
dreamed of doing since I’ve 
beeh a little kid watching the 
Milwaukee Braves,” she says. 
“It was a big occasion when 
they moved from Boston. I 
went to the games, sat in the 
bleachers with my fattier, 
waited for autographs. 


“It really is a dream come 
true.” 

Mrs. Shane had the good 
fortune of having her dream 
with her in the press box last 
season when the White Sox 
played the Brewers in Mil¬ 
waukee. 

She was there as a sports 
reporter for a Milwaukee 
radio station and was talking 
to Harry Caray, head of Chi¬ 
cago’s broadcasting crew. 

“He said, ‘Hey, would you 
like to do some play-by-play?’ 
That was the extent of my 
warning. He just gave me a 
microphone,” she says. 

She appeared on three 
White Sox broadcasts last sea¬ 
son and the listeners took it 
lrom there. She’s slated for a 
minimum of 20 home broad¬ 
casts next season. 

“We got very good reac¬ 
tion,” says Charlie Warner, 
general manager of WMAQ, 
the Chicago radio station that 
hired her. “There were many 
more favorable letters than 
unfavorable letters.” 

Mrs. Shane says she also 
received a lot of mail praising 
her work. But she’s not letting 
the opening-season reviews go

The NDP continued to press 
lor detailed information on 
the Arthur Weeks affair 
Wednesday with Provincial 
Secretary Grace McCarthy 
the latest target. 

Graham Lea (NDP -Prince 
Rupert) is heading the Op¬ 
position investigation into the 
events' proceeding the dis¬ 
missal of Weeks for conflict of 
interest. 

Weeks, a special consultant 
to Economic Development 
Minister Don Phillips, was 
tired Dec. 21 when he admit- 
_ ted to holding shares in 
c.lieyenno Petroleum Ltd.; 
one of two companies in¬ 
volved in the Grizzly Valley 
gas tield. i Phillips -insists that 
Weeks was fired for an ’in¬ 
discretion"). 

In August of last year Phil¬ 
lips said there would be a 
major announcement involv¬ 
ing the Grizzly field. That an¬ 
nouncement came in early 
December and involved the 
'construction of a $100 million 
pipeline and gas processing 
plant to serve Quasar Petrole¬ 
um and Cheyenne. 

Weeks has stated that he 
purchased his shares in 
Cheyenne before the initial 
Phillips announcement. He 
has also stated that lie knew 

■ something was going to hap¬ 
pen and helped to make it 
happen” althoughtthe final de¬ 
cision on the pipeline lay with 
the B.C. Petroleum Carp* 

In the latest push for infor¬ 
mation Lea -asked Mrs. 
McCarthy to provide him with ‘ 
a list of all cabinet appointees 
of the present government 
since Dec. 22, 1975 — the day 
>he cabinet officially took ot- 
lice. 

He also wants information 
on “any instructions given to 
these persons with regard to 
••onfiderttiality and - or con¬ 
flict ot interest with respect to 
i heir employment by the 
crown.” 

Lea has also asked Mrs 
McCarthy to 'supply hint with 

■ the name of the person who 
asked lor the appointment or 
Arthur AVoeks to his position

Weeks first burst into prom¬ 
inence as a ‘research worker 
lor. the Social Credit parly, 
than in Opposition, when he 
wrote his own interpretation 
of words on the back .of a 
cheque. The cheque was taler 
used in the House to claim 
thal then human resource' 
minister Norman Levi, had 
used political campaign.funds 
for his personal use. 

The charges against l.ovi 
were proven unfounded.- 
Weeks admitted writing on 
the back of the cheque. In the 
legislature Dave Barnett 
charged he had "doctored” 
the cheque and constantly de¬ 
manded an -apology' he never 
received. 

Several times during the 
same session "of the Legisla¬ 
ture. Social Credit got.itself in 
hot water when charges were 
-made in the House that juve¬ 
nile delinquents were being 
housed in luxury at the 


"Empress Hotel, and that a 
Duncan welfare recipient was 
in fact a wealthy man. 

While Weeks was never 
blamed i>ersonally for the r e¬ 
search work on both allega¬ 
tions both were without 
foundation and a lawsuit fol¬ 
lowed the Duncan allegations 
he was a research worker 
at the time. It was shortly 
after the series of incidents 
that he was quietly shipped 
from the Social Credit office 
to work for the party in tts of- 
licjal headquarters. 

During the last election 
campaign Weeks surfaced 
again as one of the people in¬ 
volved in the “stolen tele¬ 
gram” case, one of the high- |. 
lights of the campaign. 

The telegram, involving 
massive railway development, 
in northern B.C, was from 
the ' federal government to 
then Premier Dave Barrett. 
Later events revealed tfiat an 
independent consultant to the 
government had misplaced a 
briefcase containing a copy of 
the telegram. The briefcase 
w as returned to the consultant 
Se\ era! days later a n d 
i harges were made by the 
NDP that the case had been 
stolen, the telegram removed I 
and copied before being re¬ 
turned to its owner. 

Those charges were never 
proven but the NDP continued 
to charge throughout the elec¬ 
tion campaign that Social 
Credit was not above reading 
< iher people's mail. 

Premier Bennett released 
the contents of the telegram 
during an election speech in 
Merritt the day before Barrett 
and then Economic Develop¬ 
ment Minister Gary Lauk 
w ere due to make a ma jor an¬ 
nouncement on development 
in the north in Terrace. 

Bennett claimed at the time 
that he was making the con¬ 
tents of the proposed, rail 
agreement public because he 
feared the NDP was about to 
commit B.C. to vast expendi¬ 
tures at a time when it 
couldn'l be sure whether it 
would form the next govern¬ 
ment. 

His action was partially jus¬ 
tified when the NDP was re¬ 
jected by the people, but. the 
cloud created by the disap¬ 
pearing briefcase and the re¬ 
lease of the information con¬ 
tained in the telegram, con¬ 
tinues to reappear whenever 
charges of impropriety are le¬ 
velled at the present adminis¬ 
tration. 

The latest issue involves 
share trading in Quasar and 
Cheyenne, and Weeks is under 
official investigation by the 
attorney-general’s office. Dep¬ 
uty attorney general David 
Vickers said last week the 
investigation was started sev¬ 
eral days before Weeks was 
fired from his 926.100 job with 
I hillips but ihat he has no 
way of knowing how long it 
will take. 

The last investigation Into

_ legations of insider tr ading 
with CanCet and Dun hi II Dev-' 
elopmeht shares shortly be- 
fere the. NDP government 
took the companies over. last¬ 
ed a year and revealed nu im¬ 
proper actions. 

While welcoming the official 
probe, the NDP has launched 
rts own investigation and Op- 
[tosition Leader Barrett has 
asked the government to co¬ 
operate fully with Lea on

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‘ Reasonable' act 
to roll train 
to meet police 
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Water rates hinge on cost, grants 


TORONTO (CP) — The 
Toronto Transit Commission’s 
control division exercised rea¬ 
sonable judgment New Year’s 
Eve when it told the crew of a 
subway train on which there 
were fights among passengers 
to continue, says Michael 
Warren, chief general manag¬ 
er of the commission. 

Warren reported at a com¬ 
mission meeting Wednesday 
cm an incident in which two 
assaults took place on a train 
between Summerhill and the 
Bloor station, two stops away. 

Subway guard Peter Goehle 
said Tuesday that control 
staff ordered the train to pro¬ 
ceed despite a commission 
role requiring trains to stop 
at. the nearest station and 
wait for police in the event of 
an emergency. 

Goehle said he told the mo- 
torman to radio central con¬ 
trol between Summerhill and 
the next stop when he saw a 
gang of youths in- an adjacent 
car assaulting two men. 


He said the motorman was 
told to take the train farther 
along, where it was to be met 
by subway security, who were 
busy elsewhere when the trou¬ 
ble on Goehle’s train was re¬ 
ported. 

Police said Tuesday that 
two juveniles had been 
charged with assault causing 
bodily harm to James Carson, 
61, of Toronto following a sec¬ 
ond incident on the same 
train. 

Carson, an investigator with 
the Ontario ombudsman’s of¬ 
fice, says he suffered a bro¬ 
ken nose witen beaten by sev¬ 
eral youths after he tried to 
stop an attack on two men 
who appeared to be Pakis¬ 
tanis. 

Charles Johnson, president 
of Division 113, Amalgamated 
Transit Union, said later that 
the commission should adopt 
a blanket policy of stopping a 
train until police arrive in 
such circumstances. 


Water rates in the new

Get¬ 
ting it from there to the three 
p e n l n s u 1 a municipalities 
would be the job of the new 
commission. Hill said. 

He said the water board 
hadn't decided yet whether to 
supply the peninsula with 
water for both domestic and 
irrigation purposes. 

“Depending on what provin¬ 
cial grants we can get for mu¬ 
nicipal assistance, and the 
route and size of the pipeline, 
we might be able to keep the

75 or 80 cents per 1,000 gal¬ 
lons.” Hill said. 

The water commission will 
hold its first meeting before 
tan 20; he said. 

Hill said commission 
members would, have to 
“come up with some pretty 
solid recommendations’’ over 
the next few months. 

The 11-member commission 
will advise the regional board 
on water supply decisions and 
act as liaison between the 
board and member municipal¬ 
ities — Sidney. .North Saanich, 
and Central Saanich. 


Commission members are: 
James Lang, Sidney aider- 
man ; Robert Thompson, 
North Saanich alderman; 
Karie Tabor, Central Saanich 
alderman: Jerry Tregaskis, 
Sidney regional director; 
George Westwood, North

Dave Hill, Cfentral Saanich re¬ 
gional director: Edward 
Parker, Sidney Waterworks

The commission consists of 
three aldermen, one from 
each municipal council; three 
waterworks representatives, 
one from each of the defunct 
waterworks; three regional 
board members from the par¬ 
ticipating municipalities and 
two citizens-at-large appoint¬ 
ed by the regional board. 

On Jan. 1 the Capital Re¬ 
gion District took over the 
function of water supply for 
Central Saanich, North Saan¬ 
ich and Sidney. 


The three peninsula munici¬ 
palities will control the dis¬ 
tribution of water, and supply 
rates will be fixed by the re¬ 
gional district. 

Dissolution of the Sidney, 
Brentwood and Deep Cove 
waterworks districts took 
place on Dec. 31, 1976. 

Hill said: “On a short-term 
basis, the peninsula can have 
an augmented water supply 
within a year by using the 
existing supply line from Elk 
Lake, private wells, and 
water from the Sooke water¬ 
shed."

‘New life ’ wins 
probation term 


A 28-year-old fornier Vic¬ 
toria man, was given a sus¬ 
pended sentence and placed 
on probation for two y^ars in 
Victoria County Court 
Wednesday for trafficking in 
marijuana March 4 in Saan¬ 
ich. 

Roger Frank Hunter has 
been maturing, said Judge 
Montague Drake, after Hunt¬ 
er’s lawyer said he’d built a 
new life in the Queen Char¬ 
lotte Islands.

day to Prince Rupert and 
then back to Sandspit after 
the weekend.

OTTAWA (GP) — Macken¬ 
zie King convinced himself as 
prime minister 30 years ago 
that he had been divinely aip- 
pointed to expose an Ottawa- 
based Soviet spy ring and 
thereby help the world toward 
an era of international broth¬ 
erhood. 

That belief is expressed re¬ 
peatedly in the 1946 personal 
diaries of the late prime min¬ 
ister, 1,173 pages of typescript 
released to the general public 
for the first time Tuesday by 
the Public Archives of Cana¬ 
da. 

The documents show that, 
in his own mind, King buf¬ 
fered the frightening realities 
of cold-war tensions released 
by the spy case with mystical 
visions or mundage asides 
about bathing his pet dog, 
finding somebody to arrange 
his travels and chortling pri¬ 
vately about the discomfiture 
of Russian diplomats at a 
cocktail party. 

“I have been somehow sin¬ 
gled out as an instrument on 
the part of unseen forces to 
bring about the exposure that 
has now taken place,” the 
late Canadian leader told his 
daily diary after official dis¬ 
closure of the spy case that 
helped start decades of East- 
West hostility. 

King, prime minister for 
more than 21 years between 
1921 and his death in 1950, 
added in a diary entry for 
Feb. 16, 1946, that exposing 
the international spy ring and 
showing the Soviet masses 
how they were ruled by a few 
might bring about “a real 
brotherhood among the com¬ 
mon people of the earth.” 

In fact, the first public dis¬ 
closure of the Ottawa-based 
spy ring was made in the 
United States by columnist 
Drew Pearson that Feb. 4 — 
five full months after coding 
clerk Igor Gouzenko defected 
from the Soviet Embassy in 
Ottawa and gave incredulous 
authorities names and details 
concerning years of espionage 
in Canada, the United States 
and Britain. 

King, who had hoped his 
government could “clean up 
the situation itself” without 
disclosing the spy-ring affair, 
believed that the Drew Pear¬ 
son scoop had been leaked ir> 
tentionally by the U.S. state 
department to expose Soviet 
duplicity to the world.

A month later in Ottawa, 
Anthony Eden, future British 
prime minister, was telling 
King in private that “we han¬ 
dled the whole matter supers 
bly,” says the diary for June 
23, 1946. 


Ex-RCMP officer 
pleads not guilty 


MONTREAL (CP) - Rob¬ 
ert Samson, a former RCMP 
intelligence officer serving 
seven years for placing a 
bomb at the home of a super¬ 
market'executive, pleaded not 
guilty Wednesday to charges 
of fraud totalling $109,000. 

Judge Jean-Paul Danserenu 
of sessions court set a prelim¬ 
inary hearing for Jan. 12 into 
the,charges that Samson, 31. 
obtained the money by fraud 
frorh a branch of the Bank 
Canadian National in two sei>- 


arate incidents in July and 
August, 1975. 

In one of the incidents he is 
accused of conspiring with 
Frederick R. Okie and S.R.J. 
Consultants “and others un¬ 
known” to obtain $50,000 
fraudulently. 

Samson has been unsuccess¬ 
ful in attempts to obtain bail 
pending an appeal against his 
Jury conviction last March of 
placing a bomb outside the 
suburban home of Melvyn Do- 
brin, president of Steinberg’s 
Ltd., in July, 1974.

He had fretted that Russia 
might react in anger, that 
Canada would become an 
atomic battleground, or at 
least break up as its regions 
sought closer ties with the 
~U.S. for protection. 


Leader’s 
fear: 
circled 
by Reds 

OTTAWA (CP) — The late 
William Lyon Mackenzie King 
feared he was surrounded by 
Communist sympathizers 
after the end of the Second 
World War. 

In personal diaries for 1946, 
released Tuesday and pre¬ 
viously available only to se¬ 
lected scholars, the former 
Liberal prime minister named 
a number of top civil servants 
and a brother-in-law whom he 
suspected had Communist 
ties. 

He told his diary (he exter¬ 
nal affairs department was 
drifting toward “ultra-radical 
positions” and that the Na¬ 
tional Film Board sheltered 
“a Communist nest.” 

King’s warnings flowed 
from his readings of the se¬ 
cret reports of two judges 
conducting an in-camera in¬ 
quiry into alleged Communist 
spying activities among mid¬ 
dle and low-echelon civil ser¬ 
vants. 

King dictated daily ac¬ 
counts to secretaries who 
typed the entries and inserted 
them in the five loose-leaf 
binders that form a 1,173-page 
diary for 1946. King, then 72, 
retired two years later and 
died in 1950 after being prime 
minister for a total of 21 
years. 

The diaries contained refers 
ences to some of the evidence 
presented secretly before the 
inquiry set up by the King 
government to investigate se¬ 
cretly Gouzenko’s spying 
charges. 

King specifically mentioned 
O. D. Skelton, then dead, who 
set up the external affairs de¬ 
partment in the 1930s; his 
son, Alexander “Sandy’’ Skel¬ 
ton, a senior civil s er v i c e ex¬ 
pert on federal-provincial re¬ 
lations ; John Grierson, head 
of the National Film Board 
and former director of the 
wartime information lioard; 
the brother at army Gen. H. 
F. G. Letson; and H. M. Lay, 
the husband of King’s sister 
Janet.

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) 

On- person apparently 
burped, another turned on a 
whistling tea kettle, and one 
listener said it sounded like a 
"herd of elephants stamped¬ 
ing through a belly-high stand 
of grass."

Garden Notes 


I imagine just about the 
easiest of all our winter-flo¬ 
wering house plants is the 
Christmas cactus. It is easy¬ 
going, tolerant to both neglect 
and too much loving care, and 
under normal circumstances, 
nothing short of an atomic ex¬ 
plosion will kill it. 

If yob want to start a plant, 
all you need do is scrounge a 
small piece from some friend 
or neighbor, stick it in a pot- 
fui of soil, and you’re in busi¬ 
ness. That bit of plant will 
root itself and grow away 
quite happily without any 
fussing or special treatment. 

But while the Christmas 
cactus is as easy to grow as a 
radish, getting the thing to 
bloom is a horse from a dif¬ 
ferent stable. No plant can be 
more stubborn and unco¬ 
operative than zygocactus 
truncatuc, growing merrily 
year after pear, a picture of 
glowing health, but with nary 
the sign of a flower. 

The first thing to do with a 


reluctant Christmas cactus is 
to push It out of the house for 
the summer, for this is one 
plant that benefits enormous¬ 
ly from a summer holiday 
outdoors. I think it goes all fat 
and lazy and soft from being 
coddled indoors all the time, 
and it needs the weathering 
effect of the sun and wind to 
produce flowers. 

Indoors, the plant likes 
quite a bit of sunshine, espe¬ 
cially in winter when the 
sun’s rays are not very 
strong. In summer, though, 
the ideal location is on the 
northeast side of the house or 
in the shade of a shrub, where 
it can bask in the weaker raps 
of the morning sun but escape 
frizzling under the hot impact 
of the noon and afternoon sun, 
for this plant is a jungle 
cactus, not one of the desert 
varieties. 

Ordinarily, when plants are 
set outdoors for the summer, 
I recommend that the pots be 
sunk up to the rim in the soil 


so it won’t need such frequent 
watering, but this isn’t prac¬ 
ticable with the Christmas 
cactus. With its drooping, pen¬ 
dulous habit of growth, its 
"pads” would drag on the 
ground, so it is best to sit the 
pot on something so the top- 
growth hang* free. 

Through the summer, give 
your cactus plenty of water, 
with a touch of houseplant 
fertilizer every second week 
to keep It growing steadily. It 
will appreciate having its 
"leaves” freshened up with a 
misty spray of plain water 
every day or so. 

As the autumn nights be¬ 
come cool, bring the pot in¬ 
doors, and at this point it 
should be persuaded to take a 
little nap, for it has been 
working hard all summer, 
and what it needs in the fall is 
a spell of about six weeks 
doing nothing at all. 

Shove it away in the base¬ 
ment, with no fertilizer and 
almost no water, in a cool but 


not cold place, and with no ar¬ 
tificial light and only as much 
daylight as a cellar window 
can provide. 

After six weeks of this se¬ 
mi-dormancy, bring the plant 
upstairs, place It a sunny but 
into renewed growth with just 
a little increase In water. Too 
much moisture at this stage 
could rot the roots. 

As soon as signs of new 
growth can be seen at the tips 
of the pads, you can resume 
completely normal watering, 
but never leave any In the 
saucer under the pot. All 
cacti, even the jungle kinds 
are resentful of wet feet. 

It Is almost magical the 
way a stubborn Christmas 
cactus responds to this rou¬ 
tine of a summer holiday out¬ 
doors plus a six-week resting 
period in the fall. 

If everything goes well, the 
plant should cover itself with 
exotic, tropical-looking 
blooms from late December 
almost into March.

It was my intention, as 1976 
neared its end, to declare and 
review any errors I had been 
charged with during the year, 
in keeping with my idea that 
anyone who seeks the public’s 
ear has a responsibility to be 
accurate, and to own up to his 
errors. 

I meant to keep an errors 
file throughout the year, and 
in fact I had set one up. But 
now I find it empty. So either 
I made no errors in 1976, or I 
filed them in the wrong place. 

Ironically, though. I did find 
a couple of items in my 1975 
errors file, which evidently I 
couldn’t find when it came 
time to review them at the 
end of 1975. Better to confess 
one’s errors late than never. 

What I find in my 1975 file 
is a letter from Wll Berg, of 
San Diego, Calif., dated Oct. 2 
of that year, in which he ques¬ 
tions my report of slipping on 
an icy surface and "landing 
on my gluteus maximus.” 

"It appears to me,” he 
wrote, "that you should have 
said T landed on one of my 
glutei maxim!, or I landed on 
my glutei maxim!, whichever 
applies. Unless, of course, you 
have only one. in which case 
you were correct and proba¬ 
bly won’t let this see the light 
of day.” 

In the same file, and hear¬ 


ing the same date, I find a 
letter from Dr. Paul W. 
Prince, whose letterhead iden¬ 
tified him as a medical doctor 
specializing in industrial and 
general practice (day and 
night service). 

“Referring to your disserta¬ 
tion of this date,” he wrote, 
"and in favor of your erudi¬ 
tion, let me point out a gram¬ 
matical inconsistency. Had 
your feet (plural) been level 
with your face, you would 
have landed on both buttocks 
and iniured both your glutei 
maximi (plural) as well as 
several other natic. muscles.” 

It’s a small point at best, 
though fundamental, and 
most readers may wonder 
why I bother to bring it up 
after all this time. It’s just 
that it doesn’t do to give an 
impression of perfection. It 
make people to quick to point 
out your errors. 

I have been searching my 
memory for any errors I 
might have made in 1976, and 
I do recall a few of question¬ 
able qiftUlty. Some of them 
were merely typographical, 
and I can be exonerated of 
most of the others on other 
grounds. 

In writing of a visit to 
Denver, I recall, I mentioned 
walking across the street in 
freezing weather to look into 


the famous Brown Hotel. 
(This is probably when I land¬ 
ed on my gluteus maximus. 
Several readers wrote to point 
out that the hotel is known as 
the Brown Palace, and is 
never called simply the 
Brown. I defer to tradition. 

I believe misspelled omniv¬ 
orous. I could easily blame 
that on the typesetters, too; 
but though I were to make a 
thousand errors I would never 
blame a single one on some¬ 
one else, unless it was her 
fault 

In attempting to quote that 
old English poem that begins 
"D’ye ken John Peel with his 
coat so gay?” I called his 
coat "gray,” a serious injus¬ 
tice to the picture that poem 
should evoke. For John Peel 
was a master of the hounds, 
and his coat would have been 
pirtk, as the English say, not 

gray. 

In writing of a lovely eve¬ 
ning at the Hollywood Bowl, I 
referred to the wine as Pouil- 
ly-Fume, a white Burgundy. 
Pouiliy-Fume is not from Bur¬ 
gundy hut from the Loire. As 
Alexis Lichine points out in 
his Wines of France, Pouilly- 
Fume is often confused with 
the Pouilly-Fuisse wines of 
the Cote Maconnaise in Bur¬ 
gundy. "The white wines of 
the two Pouillys are strikingly 


similar,” he notes. “They are 
of the same quality, coming 
from similar soil, the result of 
the same methods of vine¬ 
tending and wine-making.” 

It was our friend Rdbert 
Nathan who had brought the 
wine that evening, and per¬ 
haps he mumbled a bit when 
he said it was Pouilly-Fuisee, 
for that it is what it was. My 
thought that he had said Poil- 
ly-Fume was then reinforced. 
I suppose, when I tasted the 
wine and sensed that it had 
come from a similar soil as 
the Poilly-Fume. 

I will not review my recent 
difficulties with the Yiddish 
phrase^ Abi gezind (as long 
as you have your health) and 
Hock meer nit kine chynik 
(Don’t beat on my teakettle), 
since that ground is freshly 
plowed. 

In sum, I must say that I 
handle a good many more 
chances and make fewer 
errors in a season than a good 
shortstop; but like a good 
shortstop, whenever I make 
one I expect it to go into the 
record book. 

I expect also that the foot¬ 
ing will be just as icy in 1977; 
but I will go on living dan¬ 
gerously, and if I land on my 
gluteus maximus now and 
then, and people knock on my 
teakettle, well — Abi gezind.

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Extortion 

verdict: 

Guilty 


A 3>year-old Victoria man 
was found guilty of extortion 
tay a Victoria county court 
jury Wednesday. 

The jury deliberated an 
hour and 15 minutes before 
returning its verdict in the 
two-day trial of Daniel Robert 
O'Brien. 1145 Mason. 

He will be sentenced Friday 
by Judge Montague Drake. 

Malcolm Berge, who was 15 
at the time, told court he was 
taken to O'Brien’s house Aug. 

8 and said O'Brien told him 
‘Til scatter your brains 
across the street." unless the 
youth paid him $150 needed to 
pay his lawyer because he 
had been caught with illegal 
firearms. 

Crown counsel Don Farqu- 
har, who was assisted by 
Peter Birkett, told the jury 
there was “only one real issue 
that should concern tyou” — 
whether Berge’s evidence was 
to be believed. 

He suggested Berge’s evi¬ 
dence was supported by an¬ 
other witness, who said 
O’Brien wrote and delivered a 
note July 36 saying, "Malcolm 
get hold of us before we get. 
hold of you," and signed 
“Dan," and a tape-recorded 
phone call from Berge to 
O’Brien Aug. 10. 

The phone call began with 
both persons identifying them¬ 
selves and Berge saying he 
couldn’t raise the money and 
asking what he should do. 

"Well, uh, when do you 
think you're going to be able 
to help me out man? ’Cause I 
just had to clean out my bank 
account, you know, hm, to see 
rhv lawyer today,” replied 
O'Brien. 

"Yah. I don't know, like I’m 
pretty sure I won’t be able to 
raise •— well, how much 
should I have to raise?” said 
Berge. 

"Well I just put out a 
hundred and a half to my law¬ 
yer today,” replied O’Brien. 

"Yah, well how much do l 
owe you for the pot?” said 
Berge. 

"Hm,” replied O'Brien. 

"How much do I owe you 
for the pot, like?” said Berge. 

"Uh, you know best. We 
should have a chat because 
telephones aren’t good 
things,” replied O’Brien. 

Berge told court he under¬ 
stood from Dan White, the 
man who drove him to 
O’Brien’* house, that seven 
pounds of marijuana Berge 
and two friends stole from a 
house next door to O’Brien 
belonged to O’Brien. 

The phone call concluded 
with both persons arranging 
to meet at a drive-in restau¬ 
rant alongside Beacon Hill 
Park. Police went there, but 
O’Brien did not show up and 
he was arrested that night. 

Defence counsel Mike Hut¬ 
chison told the jury it could 
accept some of Benge’s evi¬ 
dence and not all of it, and 
*aid that nowhere in the 
phone call was there a 
suggestion of a threat or fail¬ 
ure to live up to earlier obli¬ 
gations or deadlines. 

Judge Drake, in his address 
to the jury, said Berge’s testi¬ 
mony was "crucial" to the 
case. 

The remark, "I’ll scatter 
your grains across the 
street,” constituted a threat, 
if the jury believed Berge. 
The note could possibly be're¬ 
garded as menacing, but it. 
didn’t mention any money, he 
said.

Loto-Canada hope 
called ‘pie in sky 9 


QUEBEC (CP) — Finance 
Minister Jacques Parizeau 
Wednesday described as “pie 
in the sky” estimates of $300 
million to $350 million in reve¬ 
nues from Loto-Canada to 
help pay off the Sl-billion 
Olympic deficit. 

He was commenting on re¬ 
lease of revenue figures for 
the first of the 13 I^oto-Canada 
draws, which could result in 
revenues of not more than 
$185 million for the Olympics 
by the time the lottery ends in 
1979. 

Lottery officials in Ottawa 
say it is still possible that an 
average of 7.5 million $10 tick¬ 
ets will be sold in future 
draws, and describe the first 
draw as "a phenomenal suc¬ 
cess" despite the fact that 1^5 
million tickets remained un¬ 
sold. 

Proc^ds from the Dec. 5 
draw to the. Olympic installa¬ 
tions board, a Quebec agency, 
totalled $14.22 million. 

Former Quebec: finance 
minister Raymond Gamean 
announced in his spring bud¬ 
get that he expected revenues 
of $35ft million from the feder¬ 
al lottery— an extension of 
the successful Olympic lot¬ 
tery. 

Jean Cfaretien. federal trea¬ 
sury board president, said at 
the time that $300 million was 
a more realistic figure. 

If revenues do not Increase 
in future draws, the total reve¬ 
nue from the 13 draws to 
be held four times a year 
will total $184.85 million, short 
of both estimates. 

"Now you will understand 
why we asked for guaran¬ 
tees,” Parizeau said. 

Quebec’s request for a fed¬ 
eral gaarantcc of lottery reve¬ 
nues was refused by Finance 
Minister Donald Macdonald at 
December’s federal-provincial 
finance ministers’ conference. 

Jean Garneau, a spokesman 
for Loto-Canada. said in an 
interview that he was con¬ 
fident sales of the $10 tickets 
would increase despite com¬ 
petition from the $5 Provin¬ 
cial lottery. 

The Provincial lottery, a 
joint venture of the Ontario 
and Western Canada lotteries, 
is the main competition for 
Ijoto-Canada. Like I^oto- 
Canada, it offers $l-million 
prizes, but Provincial tickets 
sell for $5 each. 

The first draw was held 


Oct. 31 and 90 per cent of the 

3.3 million tickets were sold. 
The second draw, on New 
Year's Eve. was sold out with 

4.3 million tickets spoken for. 
Garneau conceded that 

sales of Loto-Canada tickets 
had decreased proportionately 
in Ontario in comparison with 
sales of the Olympic Lottery. 

On the other hand. Que¬ 
becers bought 45.75 per cent 
of Loto-Canada tickets, com¬ 
pared with 41.57 of all nine 
Olympic draws. 

About 43 per cent of reve¬ 
nues from both the Provincial 
and Loto-Canada lotteries are 
returned in the form of prizes 
while about 40 per cent goes 


to profits, if all tickets are 
sold. 

However, it is in the dis¬ 
tribution of protits that the 
two lotteries are very dif¬ 
ferent. 

Profits from the Provincial 
all go to the provincial gov¬ 
ernments participating in the 
scheme, according to the per¬ 
centage of tickets sold in their 
jurisdiction. 

Under the Loto-Canada for¬ 
mula, 82.5 per cent of profits 
go to paying off the Olympic 
deficit and to sharing the ex¬ 
pected deficit from the 1978 
Commonwealth Games in Ed¬ 
monton. But the lion’s share 
goes to the Montreal Games. 




Co-op abandons 
housing project 


Plans for a low-income 
housing project at Mount Ste¬ 
phen and Ryan in Victoria 
have been abandoned by the 
Mount Stephen Co-operative 
Housing Association. 

The co-op blamed provincial 
government bureaucracy for 
the decision. 

’ Kenneth Rafuse, chairman 
of the co-op, said the group 
had been given the runaround 
ever since it first proposed to 
build a coop housing project 
on the site. 

He accused the housing 
ministry of "buck-passing,” 
and added that many families 
would already live in the com¬ 
plex if the government hadn’t 
dragged its feet. 

The association had been in¬ 


vited to submit a proposal on 
the project by Dec. 31, but 
Rafuse said there was no 
way the co-op could build af¬ 
fordable housing on that site. 

Cost for each housing unit 
had to be restricted to $45,000, 
which was impossible if the 
province insisted on selling 
the land for $624,000. 

The provincial government 
bought the site from the city 
of Victoria for $242,000. 

Rafuse said cost of con¬ 
struction would be about 
$52,000 a unit, considering the 
purchase price of the property 
and the high cost of develop¬ 
ing it. 

Rafuse estimated the cost of 
installing underground ser¬ 
vices on the rocky site at 
$400, ooa.

ISLAMABAD, Pakistan 
(UPI) — The Shah of Iran has 
agreed to co-sponsor Prime 
Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto’s 
proposal for a Third World 
conference to "dismantle the 
present economic order,” the 
Pakistan foreign ministry has 
announced. 

The announcement said Pa¬ 
kistan had also approached 
certain other developing coun¬ 
tries to join in co-sponsoring 
the summit. 

Bhutto brought up the pro¬ 
posal last May 25 during his 
visit to North Korea. 

Bhutto said the purpose of 
the summit meeting "would 
be to dismantle the present 
economic order, and replace 
it by a more equitable system 
of economic relations. We 
should draw up a common 
platform at the highest level 
to wage the struggle for put¬ 
ting die economic order in 
equilibrium. 

"Iran’s willingness to co¬ 
sponsor the initiative for a 
Third World summit demon¬ 
strates its concern for the 
maintenance and strengthen¬ 
ing of the unity and solidarity 
of all the develop¬ 
ing countries,” the foreign 
ministry said. 

The announcement said it 
was a matter of "deep gratifi¬ 
cation” that the exchange of 
views between the Shah and 
Bhutto during the Pakistani 
leader’s visit to Iran last 
month had led to Iran’s 
agreement to lend its full 
weight behind the prime min¬ 
ister’s proposal.”

Svetlana’s child 
‘"all-American ’ 


LONDON (UPI) — Svetlana 
Stalin, the Soviet dictator’s 
daughter who defected to the 
west 10 years ago, said in an 
interview published Tuesday 
she cherishes the fact her 
five-year-old daughter Olga is 
100 per cent American.” 

Life in the U.S. had not 
been all a fairy tale,” Josef 
Stalin’s daughter said, re¬ 
counting how she earned 
more than $1 million with her 
books but now has only one- 
fifth of the cash left. 

But she told a Daily Tele¬ 
graph reporter in Los Angeles 
that she “loved” life in Cali¬ 
fornia and her only regrets 
about leaving Russia are the 
26-year-old daughter end Ill- 
year-old scai she left behind, 
and a Soviet grandchild whom 
she may never see. 

Svetlana, 50, who married 
architect William Peters in 
1970 after a three-week court¬ 
ship and divorced him in 1973, 


"I don’t teach her Rus¬ 
sian,” she said. "She belongs 
to this country. I want her to 
feel she is a 100 per cent 
American child with no sec¬ 
ond motherland.” 

"Fve never made the mil¬ 
lions which were attributed to 
me," she said. "I never knew 
exactly how much was made 
because everything was han¬ 
dled by my lawpers in New 
York and in those days they 
had power of attorney. 

“My book Twenty Letters to 
a Friend made money and I 
didn’t interfere.” 

Svetlana, who now lives in 
seclusion under the name 
Lana Peters, said that at the 
time she married she had 
“slightly more than $1 million 
invested.” 

“But now I have one-fifth of 
that left,” Svetlana said.

The players were awaiting 
the next deal when the play of 
today's sneaky hand was 
over. And most assuredly, 
declarer felt like a fool since 
he had thrown away a sure 
game and rubber. — 

South wasn't strbng enough 
for a two club response so ne 
chose the only reasonable 
alternative and bid one no 
trump. Since North had 20 
high card points and South 
had promised six^ there were 
enough points to try for game 
and North ended the bidding 
with his jump to three no 
trump. 

West led the top of his in¬ 
terior sequence and South 
won his heart king, seeing no 
reason for a holdup play. 
After all, he saw four easy 
tricks ih the club suit and six 
more in side aces and kings 
for at least an overtrick. 
Declarer was right in his 
counting but he made one 
fatal mistake - he played the 
club suit for a possible five 
tricks instead of making sure 
of four. 

At .trick two. declarer 
foolishly led the club jack 
and allowed it to ride for a 
losing finesse. East won the 
club king and led back a 
heart and now declarer's 
club suit was blocked and 
could not be rub. Slowly and 
regretfully, declarer man 
aged only eight tricks and the 
rubber was not over. 

Should declarer have 
refused the finesse entirely? 
Perhaps. But there was a bet¬ 
ter way to play the hand. 

After winning the heart 
long, declarer should pla> 
the club jack to entice a 
cover if West held the king 
However, when West plays 
low. it is now imperative to 
unblock the suit by playing 
dummy's queen. If the queen 
is allowed to win (a tricky 
duck by East), then declarer 
clears ihe suit by playing the

At the first statutory meet¬ 
ing of the year this week. Al¬ 
derman Birgifte Meagher 
moved that the meeting be 
held on Monday nights so 
local weekly papers could 
publish council news in the 
same week and people work- 
imr during the day could 
attend. 

Mayor (ierry Smith Raid the 
Monday meeting was out of 
the question for him because 
of other commitments, but 


agreed along with other coun¬ 
cil members that a night 
meeting at least once a month 
had merit. 

It was decided after dis¬ 
cussing various other nights 
that the whole question should 
be left until the first meeting 
in March so new members of 
council could consider the 
present situation. 

Changes in various munici¬ 
pal committees were also an¬ 
nounced this week by Mayor 
Smith, who is rc*|>onsible for 


appointing the elected of¬ 
ficials. 

The ma ior one was the 
shifting of Alderman Ron 
McKinnon from chairman of 
public works to the finance 
chairman post, which was va¬ 
cated by former alderman 
Dennis Hogan, who was de¬ 
feated in the Nov. 20 elenjllon. 

Alderman Tom Burge will 
fill the public works post. 

Another significant apiioinf- 
ment included the naming of 
Alderman Birgitte Meagher,

Nov. 20 election for a regional 
board seat, as alternate to the 
elected regional director, Al¬ 
derman Rex Hoi let t. 

North Cowichan Mayor 
Gerry Smith also said his 
changes in the Advisory Plan¬ 
ning Commission were just 
recommendation* to council 
at this time, but one notable 
deletion is its previous chair¬ 
man Brian Currie. 

Currie has been commended

CAMPBELL RIVER — The 
Beechcraft 118 was ready for 
takeoff. Die pilot and the 
other passenger must have 
guessed it was my first flight 
in sQch a small plane and as¬ 
sured me that, in the air. it 
was 'a great little machine.” 

I was going to Alert Bay. a 
small settlement on Malcolm 
Island. 100-odd miles to the 
noth of Campbell River and 
centre for the Nimpkish Band 
of Kwakiutl Indians. 

The flight was bumpy but 
exhilarating as we followed 
the Johnstone Strait west a"d 
north, flying over the myriad 
forested islands and between 
the snow-frosted mountains of 
northern Vancouver Island. 

WHAT WAS MOST exciting 
was that this was all part of 


my .job as travelling tutor at 
North Island College. 

When the college was first 
discussed it became evident 
that its enormous and varied 
geographical area with Its dis¬ 
persal of jiopulation over 
many small communities 
could not be served by a cam¬ 
pus-based model. 

The advisory committee on 
the creation of North Island 
College envisaged a vollege 
that would try to disperse its 
educational services wherever 
they were needed. 

Instead of one large centre 
there should be smaller 
centres in strategic' geograph¬ 
er locations. Delivery of 
courses should take as many 
alternative and non-tradi- 
tional forms as were neces¬ 
sary to be effective. 

THIS. THEN, was the con¬ 
cept behind the creation of 
North Island College in 1975. 


Now. 18 months later, my 
flight to Alert Bay helped me 
see this concept In action. 

The college centre In Alert 
Bay is in an old residential 
school now operated by the 
Nimpkish band. Under one 
roof there is a bakery, cafete¬ 
ria. pub, daycare, kindergar¬ 
ten. alternate school and a 
North Island College centre. 

The college offers upgrad¬ 
ing and university transfer 
(lasses, navigation, fisherman 
upgrading, and aquaculture, 
upholstery and net-mending. 

The college is also the 
centre for reaching out to all 
the small isolated communi¬ 
ties that dot the fjords on the 
mainland from Knight Inlet to 
Smith Sound. 

THE COLLEGE centre in 
Alert Bay is only one of seven 
all over northern Vancouver 
Island. The advisory commit¬ 
tee wanted separate centres

using existing facilities as far 
as possible. 

The centres are housed in 
many types of buildings from 
old schools to trailers to shop- 
p i n g centres. None is 
large, yet each operates like 
the hub of a wheel for its par¬ 
ticular area. 

It is through these centres 
and their staff that the needs 
of each area are assessed and 
the delivery of material is ef¬ 
fected. 

THE ADVISORY committee 
suggested that the delivery of 
courses might best be served 
by mobile facilities and indi¬ 
vidualized learning packages. 
This was part of the idea to 
serve "traditional as well as 
non - traditional services 
through non-traditional deliv¬ 
ery systems.” 

Already in the vocational 
area, the college is helping fa¬ 
cilitate on-the-job training 
using existing resources. Ma¬ 
terials are available such as 
the Digilab kit, a self-instruc¬ 
tional black box containing 
everything you need to learn 
about digital logic circuitry. 


NORTH COWICHAN 
Businesses wishing to relocate 
outside of Quebec are wel¬ 
come In this municipality, but * 
there will be no tax incen¬ 
tives. 

This was council’s reaction 
to a North Vancouver consult¬ 
ing firm, which claimed to 
represent several clients in 
Quebec who were giving 
serious consideration to mov¬ 
ing their businesses to other 
parts of Canada. 

•J. K. Struthers of John 
St rut hers and Sons Limited 
said in his letter this week 
that his clients are In bu¬ 
sinesses ranging from small 
private companies- to multi- 
million-dollar corporations, 
which are engaged in light 


manufacturing. marketing, 
retailing and distribution. 

He did not elaborate on why 
they were moving but said 
these businesses would only 
send out their senior officials 
to guide and direct their new 
operations and would look to 
local sources for both labor 
and clerical staff. 

”Our clients will be seeking 
to locate in those areas which 
offer the greatest incentives 
to aid In the establishment of 
new enterprises.” Struthers 
stated. 

North Cowichan Mayor 
Gerry Smith said the munici¬ 
pality was interested in new 
industry, hut it hadn’t been its 
practice in the past to provide 
incentives. 


‘There will be no tax incen¬ 
tives. but we will write and 
tell him of our proposed in¬ 
dustrial park, which should be 
on line In the near future,” 
Smith stated.

The expectations of many 
people are of a traditional col¬ 
lege with a large campus arid 
facilities. 

SINCE IT IS not economi¬ 
cally possible to, provide such 
facilities lor each centre, peo¬ 
ple in the many communities 
are having to come to terms 
with a different kind of col¬ 
lege one that is not so easy 
to see. 

Colleges are usually plac?*? 
you go to when you want to 
learn. North Island College is 
trying to expand that place to i 
include the whole north Island j 
and to emphasize the process 
of learning rather than the I 
place. 

This, too, is in keeping with 
the advisory committee's vi¬ 
sion of a new kind of college I 
that will take itself to the i 
community to try and provide ! 
lifelong learning lor all ■ 
adults.

The Wednesday talks were 
originally scheduled lor just 
Gilmour and the city to dis¬ 
cuss the union’s position on a 
recent amendment to federal 
Anti-Inflation Board guide¬ 
lines. According to Cameron, 
the union’s position was re¬ 
jected by the city. 

The current dispute stems 
trom the city's refusal to ac¬

King likened Hitler to Joan of Arc 


King 

1938 view 


OTTAWA (CP) — The late 
William Lyon Mackenzie King 
likened Adolph Hitler to Joan 
of Arc in 1938. but eight years 
later the Nazi dictator re¬ 
minded King of the Franken¬ 
stein monster. 

In personal diaries for 1946, 
released this week by tlie pub¬ 
lic archives, the former Cana¬ 
dian prime minister said he 
was fascinated by visiting the 
bloodstained underground 
bunker in Berlin where Hitler 
is believed to have committed 
suicide. 


King felt divinely choseH. Page 28 


King came home with two 
souvenirs, a piece of plaster 
which he pried off the bunker 
wall and a tile from Hitler’s 
bathroom which someone 
gave him. 

King, then 72. was seized by 
a feeling of "appalling dis¬ 
gust" on gazing at a blood¬ 
stained sofa and other wreck¬ 
age in the Berlin bunker. 

He described Hitler and his 
jehief followers as "vermin 
and rats and the like." a 


sharp contrast to his glowing 
account of his visit with Hitler- 
in 1938. 

King was dissuaded from 
calling on Hitler in 1936 but 
two years later sought to de¬ 
velop a reputation as a world 
statesman by telling Hitler 
the British Empire would 
stand united against Germany 
in case of war. 

The visit came near the 
peak of King’s obsession with 
spiritualism. He told his diary 


of being divinely guided.to act 
as a peacemaker. 

After the 1938 meeting he 
was convinced that Hiller. 
too. was a spiritualist because 
both men were devoted to 
their mothers. There was 
much King said he disliked 
about Naziism—regimenta¬ 
tion, cruelty and oppression of 
Jews—but Hitler Jiimself "will 
rank some day with Joan of 
Arc among the deliverers of 
his |>eople." 

During on August. 1946, 
visit to Berlin. King said he 


felt sorry for Berliners whose 
faces looked "weary and 
frightened and surly and 
sad." As well, lie was embar¬ 
rassed by the Soviet Union’s 
action in isojr.tihg their own 
occupied zone of the city. 

King told of going down 
three or four flights oKstone 
stairs to view the rooms 
Avhere Hitler lived out the 
final weeks of the Second 
World War. 

King looked into the bed¬ 
rooms of both Hitler and his 
wife. Eva Brpun. and even 


mentioned seeing "the toilet 
room in between." 

He noted that others had 
tom away the tops of sofas 
and chairs as souvenirs. 

"In One room we were 

shown a sofa that had a lot of 
blood on it where it was 
thought Eva Braun had com¬ 
mitted suicide," the diaries 
said. 

"At the top of the steps 

there were two heaps. There

Analysts say the dollar 
could reach parity in the next 
few weeks. It was trading late 
Wednesday at 99.68 cents and 
has risen in value by more 
than three cents in the past 
month. 

On Nov. 15. the day of the 
Quebec election, the dollar 
closed at $3,0231, and then 
plunged. 

Traders say the recent rise 
is chiefly because January 
will be a strong month for 
heavy foreign borrowing, es¬ 
timated at $850 million. 

Also, the expectation of a 
higher dollar led some specu¬ 
lators to buy Canadian dol¬ 
lars.

NORTH COWICHAN - The 
question otf holding night mu¬ 
nicipal council meetings will 
be reviewed In early March 
after the newly-elected aider- 
men have bad an opportunity 
to assess the situation. 

North Cowichan council has 
been meeting every first and 
third Wednesday afternoon in 
the month for a number of 
years, but recently it has 
been suggested the meetings 
be held at night and on a dif¬ 
ferent day. 

At the first statutory meet¬ 
ing of the year this week, Al¬ 
derman Birgltte Meagher 
moved that the meeting lie 
held on Monday nights so 
local weekly papers could 
publish council news in the 
same week and people work¬ 
ing during the day could 
attend. 

Mayor Gerry Smith said the 
Monday meeting was out of 
the question for him because 
of other commitments, but 
agreed along with other coun¬ 
cil members that a night 
meeting at least once a month 
had merit. * 

It was decided after dis¬ 
cussing various other nights 
that the whole question should 
he left until the first meeting 
in March so new members of 
council could consider the 
present situation. 

Changes in various munici¬ 
pal committees were also an¬ 
nounced this week by Mayor 
Smith, who is responsible for 
apjxrinting the elected of¬ 
ficials. 

The major one was the 
shifting of Alderman Ron 
McKinnon from chairman of 
public works to the finance 
chairman post, which was va¬ 
cated by former alderman 
Dennis Hogan, who was de¬ 
feated in the Nov. 20 election. 

Alderman Tom Burge will 
fill the public works post. 

Another significant appoint¬ 
ment included the naming of 
Alderman Birgitte Meagher, 
who ran unsuccessfully in the 
Nov. 20 election-for a regional 
board seat, as alternate to the 
elected regional director, Al¬ 
derman Re.^Hollett.

No special tax incentives 
for firms leaving Quebec 


NORTH COWICHAN—- 
Businesses wishing 16 relocate 
outside of Quebec are wel¬ 
come in this municipality, but 
there will be no tax incen¬ 
tives. 

This was council’s reaction 
to a North Vancouver consuls 
ing firm, which claimed to 
represent several clients in 
Quebec who were giving 
serious consideration to mov¬ 
ing their businesses to other 
parts of Canada. 

J. K. Struthers of John 
Struthers and Sons Limited 
said in his letter this week 


that his clients are in bu¬ 
sinesses ranging from small 
private companies to multi- 
million-dollar corporations, 
which are engaged in light 
manufacturing. marketing, 
retailing and distribution. 

He did not elaborate on why 
they were moving but said 
these businesses would only 
send out their senior officials 
to guide and direct their new 
operations and would look to 
local sources for both labor 
and clerical staff. 

"Our clients will be seeking 


to locate in those areas which 
offer the greatest incentives 
to aid in the establishment of 
new enterprises," Struthers 
stated. 

North Cowichan Mayor 
Gerry Smith said the munici¬ 
pality was interested in new 
industry, but it hadn't been jts 
practice in the past to provide 
incentives. 

‘There will be no tax incen¬ 
tives. but we will write and 
tell him of our proposed in¬ 
dustrial park, which should be 
on line in the near future," 
Smith stated. 


Victoria prepared 
to offer incentives 


If Saanich hopes to lure 
commercial and industrial 
firms away from the city of 
Victoria, it should be pre¬ 
pared for battle. 

Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young made clear in his inau¬ 
gural speech earlier this week 
that the city would try to 
make land available for new 
industrial enterprises. 

At the same time, council 
would try to keep whatever 
commerce it has now, accord¬ 
ing to the mayor. 

Saanich is gearing for the 
establishment ot its own in¬ 
dustrial park although the 
outcome of that controversy 
depends on how strong the 
new forces on council oi>- 
posing the scheme are. 

Saanich has made dear in 
the past that it hopes to serve 
as a catchbasin for any in¬ 
dustry that wishes to move 
out of the city. 

But the Victoria mayor 
dampened those hopes by an¬ 
nouncing that the city doesn’t 
intend to relinquish its inter¬ 
est in industry. 

"Contrary to popular belief, 
industrial land is not only 
available, but at a price that 
is reasonable in relation to 
other major centres in B.C. 
and Canada." Young said. 

He cited as an example the 


city's purchase of a piece of 
land adjacent to Point Ellice 
Bridge. That property was 
bought from B.C. Forest 
Products last year to consoli¬ 
date the city’s industrial land 
holdings extending from the 
bridge to the Point Ellice Mu¬ 
seum property. 

"This could be made avail¬ 
able for any prospective 
warehousing or industrial re¬ 
quirements." the mayor said. 

To lend impetus to his 
plans, Young has reinstituted 
a standing committee on in- 
d u s t r y , commerce and 
tourism. 

A review of the city's ca¬ 
pacity to accommodate in¬ 
dustry is expected to be com¬ 
pleted this year. 

The mayor’s views on fur¬ 
ther apartment construction 
isn’t very encouraging to de¬ 
velopers and speculators. 


Institution takes itself to the community 


Young said he saw no need 
to allow further rezoning of 
property to permit construc¬ 
tion of apartment buildings in 
areas now zoned for a lower 
density. 

He noted that in the last 
five years, a "record total" of 
8,500 residential units were 
built in the city, nearly all of 
them apartments. 

"Serious questions must be 
asked w-helher this only 
achieves governmental objec¬ 
tives rather than genuine, 
popular requirements," the 
mayor said. 

He somewhat softened his 
stand by adding that apart¬ 
ment development should be 
encouraged in and around the 
city core. Such a policy would 
complement city council’s en¬ 
deavors to increase residen¬ 
tial accommodation in the 
downtown area.

CAMPBELL RIVER - The 
Beechcraft 118 was ready for 
takeoff. The pilot and the 
other passenger must have 
guessed it was my first flight 
in such a small plane and as¬ 
sured me that, in the air. it 
was "a great little machine." 

T was going to Alert Bay. a 
small settlement on Malcolm 
Island. 100-<xld miles to the 
noth of Campbell River and 
venire for the Nimpkish Band 
of Kwakiutl Indians. 

The flight was bumpy, but 
exhilarating as we followed 
tilf Johnstone Strait west a n d 
north, flying over the myriad 
forested, islands and between 
the snow-frosted mountains of 
northern Vancouver Island. 

WHAT WAS MOST exciting 
was that this was all pari of 
my job as travelling tutor at 
North island Cotlege. 

When tho college was first 
discussed it became evident 
that its enormous Hnd varied 
geographical area with its dis¬ 
persal of ’ population over 
many small communities 
could rot be served by a cam¬ 
pus-based model. 

The advisory committee urj 
the creation of North Jsland 
College envisaged a college 
that would try to disperse its 
educational services wherever 
they were needed. 

Instead of one large centre 


thpre should be smaller 
centres in strategic geograph¬ 
ic locations. Delivery of 
courses should take as many 
alternative and non-tradi- 
tional forms as were neces¬ 
sary to be effective. 

THIS, THEN, was the con¬ 
cept behind the creation of 
North Island College in 1975. 
Now\ 18 months later, my 
flight to Alert Bay helped me 
see this concept in action. 

The college centre in Alert 
Bay Is In an old residential 
school now operated by the 
Nimpkish hand.. Under one 
roof there is a bakery, cafete¬ 


ria, pub. daycare, kindergar¬ 
ten, alternate school and a 
North Island College centre. 

The college offers upgrad¬ 
ing and university transfer 
classes, navigation, fisherman 
upgrading, and aquaculture, 
upholstery and net-mending. 

The college is also the 
centre for reaching out to all 
Ihe small isolated communi¬ 
ties that dot the fjbrds on the 
mainland from Knight Inlet to 
Smith Sound. 

TIIK COLLEGE centre in 
Alert Bay is only one of seven 
all over northern Vancouver 


Island. The advisory commit¬ 
tee wanted separate centres 
using existing facilities as lar 
as possible. 

The centres are housed in 
many types of buildings from 
old schools to trailers to shop- 
p i n g centres. None Is 
large, yet each operates like 
the hub of a wheel for its par¬ 
ticular area. 

It is through these centres 
and their staff that the needs 
of each area are assessed and 
the delivery of material is ef¬ 
fected.

Evening emphasis 


DUNCAN — In order to 
meet some of the needs of the 
business community in the 
Cowichan Valley, the Duncan 
division of Nanaimo-based 
Malaspina College is offering 
a fairly comprehensive pro¬ 
gram of evening classes start¬ 
ing later this month. 

The program, which begins 


Monday, Jan. 17. is designed 
to train personnel to take over 
most bookkeeping Tasks in the 
small-to-medium-size busi¬ 
ness, or alternatively perform 
procedural work in a larger 
operation. 

There are no pre-requisites 
for enrolment in the program 
which will consist of lour sub¬ 


jects but a sound knowledge 
of the English language and a 
knowledge of basic arithmetic 
is suggested. 

Each course will cost $30 
and be presented in 12 three- 
hour sessions. 

More information can be ob¬ 
tained from the Duncan Mala¬ 
spina College office. 


suggested that the delivery of 
courses might best be served 
by mobile facilities and indi- 
vidqalized learning packages. 
This was part of the idea to 
serve "traditional as w'ell as 
non - traditional services 
through non-traditional deliv¬ 
ery systems." 

Already in the vocational 
area, the college is helping fa¬ 
cilitate on-the-job training 
using existing resources. Ma¬ 
terials are available such as 
the Digilab kit. a self-instruc¬ 
tional black box containing 
everything you need to learn 
about digital logic circuitry, 
for individuals and for in¬ 
dustry. 

THERE ARE already seven 
university transfer courses 
available on an individualized 
basis so that anyone any¬ 
where can take them at any 
time. There is even a com¬ 
puter science course in-pack¬ 
aged format open to everyone 
in the college region with 
computer terminals available 
at the seven centres. 

The college also operates 
classroom-based courses in 
academic and career-training 
*|reas as well business and 
accounting. 

EVERY EFFORT is being 
made to make such courses 
available to everyone regard¬ 
less of educational back¬ 
ground. whether they live in 
Ucluelet. Zeballos or Thomp¬ 


son Sound; whether in a log¬ 
ging camp, a town or on a 
fishing boat. 

This will probably mean 
more emphasis on non-tradi¬ 
tional delivery systems rather 
than on traditional structures. 
Learning packages, television 
and mobile units are already 
either in use or being actively 
explored. 

The concept is an innova¬ 
tive and exciting one. It \i not 
without its problems, howev¬ 
er. as well as its successes. 
The expectations of many 
people are of a traditional col¬ 
lege with a large campus and 
facilities. 

SINCE IT IS not economi¬ 
cally [xrssible to provide such 
facilities for each centre, |ieo- 
ple in the many communities 
are having to come to terms 
with a different kind of col¬ 
lege one that is not so easy 
to see. 

Colleges are usually places 
you go Jo when you want to 
learn. North Island College is 
trying to expand that place to 
include the w'hole north Island 
and to emphasize the process 
of learning rather than' the 
place. 

This, too, is in keeping with 
the advisory committee’s vi¬ 
sion of a new k^nd of college 
that will take itself to the 
community to try anif provide 
lifelong learning Tor all 
adults.

Search is for survivors 

Giant tanker 
assumed sunk 


BOSTON (UPI) - U.S. 
Coast Guard officials said 
Wednesday they were assum¬ 
ing the missing Panamanian 
oil tanker Grand Zenith had 
sunk and the search would 
now concentrate on looking 
for lifeboats or debris. 

Coast Guard Capt. Bernard 
Hoyland, chief of search and 
rescue operations, said that if 
the ship was not found by 8 
p.m. Wednesday "it’s going to 
be a 10 per cent chance that 
she’s still afloat and a 90 per 
cent chance that we’re look¬ 
ing for people in rafts and 
lifeboats.” 

"The search for the tanker 
ended at nightfall today with 
negative results. We are 
changing our assumptions ... 
and assuming that we are 
looking for something much 
smaller, like rafts or life¬ 


boats,’’ Coast Guard Lieut. 
Gary Cosciusko said Wednes¬ 
day. 

“We are going out at first 
light tomorrow’," he said. 

Long-range aircraft swept 
over 100,000 square miles of 
the grey and stormy Atlantic 
Wednesday in a last attempt 
to locate the 640-foot overdue 
tanker. 

The Grand Zenith, with a 
Nationalist Chinese crew of 38 
and an 8.2 million gallon 
cargo of industrial heating oil, 
left England for Providence, 
R.I., on Dec. 19.

NEW YORK (UPI) — A 
battle royal shaped up 
Wednesday between the Bri¬ 
tish-based Titans of the auc¬ 
tion world for the lion’s share 
of the American fine’arts auc¬ 
tion market. 

The struggle has been build¬ 
ing up ever since Christie’s of 
London announced over six 
months ago that it would open 
auction rooms in Manhattan, 
less than a mile from Sotheby 
Parke Bernet, which has dom¬ 
inated the American art mar¬ 
ket for decades. The Ameri¬ 
can-founded firm, which was 
acquired by Sotheby’s of Lon¬ 
don in 1964, had a record 
sales total of $70 million In the 
1975-7.S season and expects to 
top that this season. 

A quote from Guy Hannen, 
director of Christie’s, near the 
end of an art feature story in 
Wednesday’s New York 
Times, brought the huge 
houses* battle strategy into 
the open. Hannen said. "Our 
new and uniform commission 
rates will be as attractive to 
Americans in America as 
they have proved to lie else¬ 
where." The rates were de¬ 
fined as a 10 per cent pre¬ 
mium charge to buyers on all 
sales prices and a flat 10 per 
cent commission to be paid by 
the seller. 

The premium charge is the 
custom in England and in 
most European capitals, but it 
has never been tried in New 
York, w here an eight per cent 
city-State sales tax is already 
added to sales prices. Sotheby 
Parke Bernet president John 
Marion followed up the Times 
quote with a statement saying 
Sotheby had no intention of 
following Christie’s lead. 

•4*1 am in general opposed to 
the use of a buyer’s premium 
in the American market." 
Marion said. "While it is very 
profitable for the auction 
house, ideologically it is alien 
to normal business practice in 
this country to charge your 
client for the privilege of sell¬ 
ing him property. 

"I imagine it will be re¬ 
ceived here with about the 
same degree of enthusiasm as 
the Stamp Act” — an allusion 
to the British tax which 
helped trigger the American 
revolution. 

"Whether or not it will suc¬ 


ceed will depend on the de¬ 
gree to which consignors are 
prepared to accept lower 
prices,” Marion said, adding 
vyith a certain relish, "It will 
certainly make for an inter¬ 
esting market situation.” 

Marion obviously did not ex¬ 
pect Christie's to be success¬ 
ful in enforcing the 10 per 


cent buyer’s commission. On 
the other hand, Christies’ 
charge to consignors of a flat 
10 per cent commission on 
sales is less than Sotheby’s 
sliding commission rate that 
goes from 25 per cent on the 
first $1,000 of the sales price 
to 12 1 * per cent on any por- 
tion of the sales price in 
excess 000. 


U.K. firm selling 
jet controls 
to Russians 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
The British government Is 
hacking the sale to the Soviet 
Union of an electronic control 
system for jet engines that 
could apparently be used on 
the Backfire bomber, air 
force sources sAid Wednes¬ 
day. 

The proposal involves a $17- 
million contract announced 
Dec. 23 between Lucas Aero¬ 
space, a British company, and 
the Soviet government to de¬ 
sign and develop a system to 
control fuel and air flow and 
monitor performance for the 
Kuznetsov NK144 turbofan jet 
engine used on the TU144 su¬ 
personic transport plane. 

An ungraded version of that 
engine used on the twin-en-. 
gir\e Backfire, and air force 
sources said the electronic 
controls could also work on 
the swing-wing bomber. 

The backfire is abyut-Hwo- 
thirds the size of the U.S. B1 
bomber and has been de¬ 
ployed* for use against land 
targets in Europe and China 
and against naval forces. 


Because of its 6,000-mile 
range — enough to reach the 
United States with atomic 
bombs on a one-way trip 
U.S. military authorities con¬ 
sider the Backfire a strategic 
threat and the plane, along 
with the U.S. Cruise missile 
under development, has been 
a major obstacle to a SALT II 
arms control agreement with 
Russia. 

Pentagon spokesmen said 
they would have no immedi¬ 
ate comment on the British 
projjosal until they received 
official notification of it.

Britain’s delegate is ready to 
place the Lucas contract be¬ 
fore the international eo-or- 
d i n a t i n g committee, or 
Cocom, a group consisting of 
most NATO" countries plus 
Japan, whi.ch meets weekly in 
Paris to monitor technological 
exports to Communist coun¬ 
tries.

From Toronto's Tarragon 
Theatre to Quadra Island ele¬ 
mentary school in a little 
more than a month is a bit of 
a cultural leap for Van¬ 
couver’s Tamahnous Theatre 
which opens a two-week Van¬ 
couver Island and Gulf Is¬ 
lands tour tonight at The 
Belfry. 

But according to senior 
company member (Tamuh- 
nous has no artistic director 
or anything resembling the 
usual theatre hierarchy) Dave 
Petersen, it’s a jump the com¬ 
pany doens’t mind taking. 
After all, Tamahnous and pre¬ 
sumably Vancouver Islanders 
too speak the West Coast lan¬ 
guage which was a style dis¬ 
missed back East as being too 
"laid back.” 

In short, the company’s 
Toronto appearance at the 
Tarragon, the self-styled 
Mecca of Canuck theatre, was 
in Petersen’s words “a disas¬ 
ter". 

Tamahnous, which doesn’t 
actively discourage the han¬ 
dle that it’s one of the 
country’s most innovative 
companies, collected some¬ 
thing between yawns and 
charges of yahoos from 
Toronto’s no-nonsense critics 
for its production of The Final 
Performance of Vaslav Ni¬ 
jinsky. 

As for its second show. 
Deep Thought, apparently Bill 
Glassco, the guru of Tar^ 
ragon, wouldn’t let it get 
beyond a warmly received 
preview. 

"He said it wasn't ready," 
according to Petersen, who 
added the company wasn’t en¬ 
tirely aware of all the ramifi¬ 
cations of the original invita¬ 
tion to perform at the Tar¬ 
ragon. 

Yet the feeling aboirt Ta¬ 
mahnous is that Glassco’s de¬ 
cision had a lot to do with his 
own urgency to start work on 
Tarragon’s next production. 

Both the Toronto-jiepared 
productions are in the current 
tour. (Last season Tamahnous 
loured the Island briefly with 
Fanshen and brought 8J Acres 
to Victoria.) Petersen said the 
difference in approach be¬ 
tween the comedy and the 
drama make both production* 
ideal for tour audiences, 

Nijinski. written by Tamah¬ 
nous regular Jeremy Long, is 
revival and re-work of the 
1972 production which was 
later filmed. Petersen de- 
eribes the play as tracing the

Consumers brew 
coffee boycotts 


offpsring of mating a song 
and dance revue with a play. 

‘Tt’s one of the funniest 
things I ever worked on.” Pe¬ 
tersen said of the show which 
was billed in its Vancouver 
premiere this summer as "ob¬ 
serving the global shopping 
centres."

Canadian Prest 

If some consumer groups, 
particularly in the United 
States, have their way the fa¬ 
miliar question coffee, tea or 
milk? will contain only the 
latter two words. 

Suggestions that consumers 
reduce coffee drinking as a 
protest against rising prices 
have begun to spread across 
Canada following fast-growing 
consumer protest in Hie .Unit¬ 
ed States. 

Coffee prices have been ris¬ 
ing steadily due largely, pro¬ 
ducer sources say. to 1975 
frost that hit Brazilian planta¬ 
tions, the world’s largest ex¬ 
porters of coffee beans. 

Consumer anger against the 
increasing prices found a 
spokesman last month in Elin¬ 
or Guggenheimer, consumer 
affajrs minister for New York 
City, who began a boycott. 

Tuesday. Barbara Shand of 
the Consumer’s Association of 
Canada urged Canadians to 
resist high prices and swilch 
to less-expensive beverages. 

She said she isn’t urging an 
outright boycott, but said the 
price for coffee is ridiculous. 

vBesides. coffee has no nu¬ 
tritional value and we can do 
without it.” she said. 

In Nova Scotia. William 


Sobey, chairman of Sobey’s 
Stores Ltd., called tor a boy¬ 
cott. 

He said the public- should 
refused to buy any product 
when the prke becomes too 
high. 

Leif Christensen, president 
of Bolands Ltd., a Halifax 
wholesale firm said, he would 
not support such a measure. 

Continued coffee-price in¬ 
creases should be great for 
tea sales, he added. 

Mrs. Gerry Brown, vice- 
president of the Quebec 
branch of the consumer's as¬ 
sociation. says therp is no 
boycott plunned or advocated 
in Quebec. She.,said she does 
not think a boycott "will bring 
prices down if there is a legit¬ 
imate shortage, as seems to 
he the case." 

In Vancouver, a spokesman 
for the B.C. branch of the con¬ 
sumers’ association said that 
group urges restraint, but 
holds out little hope that the 
thousands of coffee addicts 
can make a boycott work. 

However, coffee dealers in 
London said the U.S. bo ycott 
call forced coffee prices down 
by a cent on the world market 
Tuesday. 

Prices rose to a record S2.2k 
a i>ound before dropping by a 
cent.

MINNEAPOLIS (UPI) — 
One person apparently 
burped, another turned on a 
whistling tea kettle, and one 
listener said it sounded like a 
“herd of elephants stamped¬ 
ing through a belly-high stand 
of grass.” 

But the powers of National 
Public Radio were proud and 
satisfied with the results of 
the first trans Atlantic whis- 
tle-in that produced a two- 
hour live composition of so- 
called "new music” heard on 
more than 150 stations in the 
United States and France. 

The composition came from 
the creative breast of Max 
Neuhaus, 97, a far-out com¬ 
poser whose “new music” 
compositions have been per- 
| formed on sidewalks, along 
| roads, in subways, and even 
under water. 

Listeners Sunday were in- 
vited to call regional stations 
I in Minneapolis. Los Angeles. 

New York and Atlanta, and 
' whistle. Just whistle a single 
note and hold it as long as 
possible. 

Under Neuhaus' and pro¬ 
ducer Steve Rathe in Wash¬ 
ington, the whistles were 
blended and mixed — “adding 
texture and layer after 
layer.” according to Ra^he — 
and then fed back over a 
30,000-mile network to NPR 
stations. 


Radio France joined in and 
Frenchmen and Americans, 
observed one NPR official, 
whistled together for perhaps 
the first time since the etad of 
the Second World War. 

In Minneapolis, according 
to NPR’s Ruth Dixon, more 
than 5,000 whistlers called the 
four recording lines, tying up j 
the special circuits for more ! 
than two hours. 

“ Th^mad whistlers had to 
call at least 15 times to get 
through,” she said. 

"We think someone 
burped,” she said. "At least, 
it sounded like it on the music 
we heard from Washington.” 

“Another one hummed on 
the system,” she said. 

"And on another call, about 
10 people participated. They 
put on a whistling tea kettle, j 
another played a recorder (a 
Baroque w'ind instrument) 
and then they tried rubbing 
around the rims of glasses 
anything for 'art'," Ms. Dixon 
said. 

There were no media re¬ 
views here, but one middle- 
aged listener appeared puz¬ 
zled: 

“It sounded like a cross be¬ 
tween a freight train with flat 
wheels and a herd of ele- 
'phants stampeding through a 
belly-high stand of grass."

Greens on the roof in Crystal dreams 

ind a civic auditorium to hoot 


Visions of a new parking 
structure with enclosed lawn 
bowling greens on the roof 
and perhaps even a civic au¬ 
ditorium were aired Tuesday 
by .Victoria Mayor Michael 
Young. / 

Neither parkade nor audito¬ 
rium have proceeded to the 
planning stage, but the mayor 
said In his Inaugural address 
that both could become a re¬ 
ality. 

It all depends on whether 
the CPR decides to go* ahead 
with tentative plans of ex¬ 
panding the Empress hotel's 
Crystal Ballroom providing 
convention facilities lor up to 
1,500 visitors. 


Should the CPR take that 
initiative, the mayor said, the 
city might be prepared to 
build a parking structure on 
property just north of the 
Crystal Garden. 

The parkade. which would 
relieve the parking problem 
created by a 1,500-seat con¬ 
vention centre, might well 
have an enclosed lawn¬ 
bowling facility on the roof, 
Young said. 

“This would be eligible for 
a provincial recreational 
grant and would fill a much- 
needed requirement of ihe 
many lawn bowlers in the city 


for year-round lawn-bowling 
facilities.” he said. 

It would Also make It possi¬ 
ble for national and interna¬ 
tional lawn bowling tour¬ 
naments to be' held in Vic¬ 
toria, he added. 

As a second phase. Young 
said, the city might consider 
use of the Crystal Garden site 
for a civic auditorium and 
c >ncert hall for 2,000 to 2,500 
people. 

Earlier this week it was 
learned that the CPR was 
considering plans of enlarging 
the Crystal Ballroom which 
now accommodates about 500 
people. 


By extending the ballroom 
toward Douglas over the ho¬ 
tel’s parking lot. space for 
shops fronting on Douglas 
would also be created. 

Empress hotel manager 
Ted Baldrrson said there was 
a 50-50 chance the CPR would 
go ahead with the plan and if 
so, work might start before 
the end of this year. 

The city’s 1977 provisional 
budget introduced Tuesday 
estimates expenditures of 
$42.4 million, up $2.3 million 
from last year’s budget. 

The relatively-modest 5.9 
per cent tux increase antici¬ 
pated this year will probably 


be reduced once council and 
committees begin preparatiiop 
of the final budget which 
should be completed in May. 

City comptroller Mason 
Sheldrick pointed out in a let¬ 
ter accompanying the provi¬ 
sional budget that he applied 
the city’s own anticipated in¬ 
crease to taxes levied on the 
city by other government 
agencies, such as the school 
board, regional board, hospi¬ 
tal board and assessment au¬ 
thority. 

While city council will be 
ahle to trim its own budget, 
there's nothing the aldermen 


can do about the budgets 
passed on to the city hy the 
other agencies for collection. 

The provisional budget is 
based on anticipated expendi¬ 
tures by the various city de¬ 
partments. 

A provisional budge* must 
he adopted by all municipal¬ 
ities no later than the third 
Monday in January, accord¬ 
ing to the B.C. Municipal Act. 

Adoption of a provisional 
1 budget gives council the au¬ 
thority to spend money be¬ 
tween Jan. 1 and the time the 
final budget is adopted, usual¬ 
ly in mid-May.

BIRMINGHAM. Eng¬ 
land (UPI) — A 22-year- 
old Briton who claimed he 
was refused a job in a pub 
for not being a "buxom 
barmaid" won his sex dis¬ 
crimination suit Wednes¬ 
day. 

"I feel I have struck a 
blow for male equality," 
Stave Turner said after 
bis industrial tribunal 
hearing. "It’s all very 
well women fighting for 
equal rights. But it's un¬ 
fair il a man can’t get a 
job in a pub just because 
he’s not a buxom bar¬ 
maid." 

Turner was awarded 
S42.5C for his "injured 
feelings" from the giant 
Mitchells and Butlers 
Brewery he sued for dis¬ 
crimination. The tribunal 
ruled thal the brewery 
should have instructed its 
bar owners alxnil Bri¬ 
tain’s Sex Discrimination 
Act. 

Turner told the court 
that he thought something 
was "tishy” wlten he an¬ 
swered a newspaper ad 
for a bartender post at 
the Mermaid pub and was 
told the job had been 
tilled. 

He asked his sister-in- 
law and another woman 
lo call and inquire about 
the same post — but they 
were invited to interview 
for the position. 

Turner, w'ho said he had 
three years’ experience as 
a barman, told the court. 
"I've suspected for some 
time that pubs discrimi¬ 
nate against men, but this 
was the first definite 
proof I could find.”

Orlov said, however, that 
investigators had not so far 
specified who the accused 
were, and had told him he 
was a witness in the case. 

He said he had responded to 
all questions about documents 
and other items found in his 
apartment by specifying how.

King 
1938 view 


OTTAWA (CP) The late 
William Lyon Mackenzie King 
likened Adolf Hitler to Joan 
of Arc in 1938, but eight years 
fafer the Nazi dictator re¬ 
minded King Of the Franken¬ 
stein monster. 

In personal diaries for 1946, 
released this week by tlie pub¬ 
lic archives, the former Cana¬ 
dian prime minister said he 
was fascinated by visiting the 
bloodstained underground 
bunker in Berlin where Hitler 
is believed to have committed 
suicide.

King came home with two 
souvenirs, a piece of plaster 
which he pried off thp bunker 
wall and a tile from Hitler’s 
bathroom ’ which someone 
gave him. 

King, then 72. was seized by 
a feeling of "appalling dis¬ 
gust” on gazing at a blood¬ 
stained sofa and other wreck¬ 
age in the Berlin bunket** 

H# described Hitler and his 
chief followers as "vermin 
and rats and the like.” a 


sharp contrast to his glowing 
account of his visit with Hitler 
in 1938. 

King was dissuaded from 
calling on Hitler in 1936 but 
two years later sought to de¬ 
velop a reputation as a w'orld 
statesman by telling Hitler 
the British Empire would 
stand united agairist Germany 
in case of war. 

The visit came near the 
peak of King's obsession with 
spiritualism. He told his diary 


of being divinely guided to act 
as a peacemaker. 

After the 1938 meeting he 
was convinced that Hitter, 
too, was a spiritualist because 
both men were devoted to 
their mothers. There was 
much King said he disliked 
about Naziism—regimenta¬ 
tion, c ruelty and oppression ot 
Jews—but Hitler himself "will 
rank some day with Joan of 
Arc among the deliverers of 
his people." 

During an August. 1946. 
visit to Berlin. King said he 


felt sor^y for Berliners whose 
faces looked "weary and 
frightened and surly and 
sad." As well, he was embar T 
rassed by the Soviet Union’s 
action in isolating their owm 
occupied /one of the city. 

King told of going down 
three or four flights of stone 
stairs to *view the rooms 
where Hitler lived out the 
final weeks of the Second ‘ 
World War. 

King looked into the bed¬ 
rooms of both Hitler and his 
wile, Eva Braun, and even 


mentioned seeing "the toilet 
room in between." 

He noted that others had 
lorn away the tops of sofas 
and chairs as souvenirs. 

"In one room we were 
shown a sofa that had a lot of 
blood on il where it was 
thought Eva Braun had com¬ 
mitted suicide." the diaries 
said.

Original cost estimates for 
the Clover Point sewage out¬ 
fall must have been "com¬ 
pletely fictitious and dan¬ 
gerously misleading," OEik 
Bay Aid.

Within a 60-day j»eriod, cost 
estimates had increased by 60 
per cent for the first phase of 
the Clover Point sewage dis¬ 
posal scheme, she said.

That was in June, 1976. 

By August, 1976, they had 
revised that figure to $12.6 
million. 

In June, Mrs. Dowell noted, 
the consultants had estimated 
that the Clover Point pumping 
station would cost $2-2 mil¬ 
lion, but when the contract 
was let less than a month 
later, it was for $3.3 million. 

•*Tf cost estimates now have 
to be revised so drastically, it 
is obvious that the original 
figures used by CRD (Capital 
Regional District) were com¬ 
pletely fictitious and dan¬ 
gerously misleading to all mu¬ 
nicipalities involved in the 
scheme, to say nothing of the 
ratepayers who must ultima¬ 
tely foot the bill,” she said. 

Board chairman James 
Campbell interrupted Mrs. 
Dowell at this point to tell her 
he was; not sure that her ques¬ 
tions "could be deemed to be 
uuestions the engineer could 
deal with." 

" Don’t make too many ar- 
guments about political 
merits,” he warned her. “The 
allegations you make about 
merits and wisdom and judg¬ 
ment are things we can’t ask 
the staff to answer directly.” 

Saanich’s Aid. Fred Sever¬ 
son suggested Mrs. Dowell’s 
questions should be posed 
away from the public meet¬ 
ing.

Revision 
of act 
indefinite 


Revision of the Municipal 
Act, urged by Saanich Mayor 
Ed Lum in his inaugural 
address Tuesday. i6 on Munic¬ 
ipal Affairs Minister Hugh 
Curtis’ list of jobs to be done, 
but Curtis said Wednesday 
that he could not promise a 
starting date for the job. 

Curtis said he estimated the 
cost of the job would be 
around $100,000 and that it 
would take 15 to 18 months. 
But he declined to say w'hen 
the task would start or what 
year it would be completed. 
He said, however, that the 
rewrite was one of his priori¬ 
ties to convert the act to "lay¬ 
man’s language.’

Lum. who called for a task 
force representing both pro¬ 
vincial and municipal govern¬ 
ments to review the act, said, 
"in its present form, the act 
is archaic, paternalistic and 
restrictive.” 

Curtis said that as mayor of 
Saanich for nine years, he 
worked with the act, and 
while he recognized its short¬ 
comings. he did not find it pa¬ 
ternalistic. 

"f would take issue with pa¬ 
ternalistic ps an adjective. 
The province has to exercise 
some control over local gov¬ 
ernments,” Curtis said.

The study, according to ex- 
e c u t i v e director Dennis 
Young, was a “preliminary 
conceptual design.” It gave 
excellent value for the money, 
he said. 

But View Royal director

"I find it incredible that a 
report costing practically a 
quarter of a • million dollars 
has some aspects called into 
question by our own engi¬ 
neer," she said. "I still find it 
rather distressing.” 

Detailed field studies, ac- . 
cording to Young, were not 
part of the terms of refer¬ 
ence. Another contract would 
be necessary to get detailed 
field design. 

When the study of drainage 
in the western community 
was presented to a commit¬ 
tee, regional engineer Nor- 
” man How’ard noted that it 
contained errors, and all rec¬ 
ommendations would have to 
be checked out to ascertain 
engineering feasibility. 

Young said the choice of the 
word “errors” in describing 
the report w’as “unfortunate.” 

"It was just a lack of de¬ 
tailed field engineering.” 

The suggestion had been 
made, he noted, that the engi¬

Counting beaks 
of waterfowl 

Ducks, geese and swans wintering in B.C. are being 
counted this week in conjunction with a similar water- 
fowl inventory being conducted in the western United 
States. 

The survey is being carried out by the B.C. Fish 
and Wildlife branch and the Canadian Wildlife Service. 

“It will mark the first time a complete survey of 
waterfowl wintering in B.C. has been undertaken.” said 
William Munro, bird management co-ordinator for the 
fish and wildlife branch.
